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Ayatollah reverses 
course and allows 
investigation of vote

TEHRAN, Iran — Gunfire 
from a pro-government mili- 
tia killed one man and wounded 
several others Monday after 
hundreds of thousands of chant- 
ing opponents of President Mah- 
moud Ahmadinejad marched in 
central Tehran to support their 
pro-reform leader in his first 
public appearance since disputed 
elections. 

The outpouring in Azadi, or 
Freedom, Square for reform- 
ist leader Mir Hossein Mousavi 
followed a decision by Iran’s 
most powerful figure for an in- 
vestigation into the vote-rigging 
allegations. 

Security forces watched quiet- 
ly, with shields and batons at their 
sides. 

Later, a group of demonstrators 
with fuel canisters set a small fire 
at a compound of a volunteer mili- 
tia linked to Iran’s powerful Rev- 
olutionary Guard as the crowd 
dispersed from the square. As 
some tried to storm the building, 
people on the roof could be seen 
firing directly at the demonstra- 
tors at the northern edge of the 
square, away from the heart of 
the rally. 

An Associated Press photogra- 
pher saw one person fatally shot 
and at least two others who ap- 
peared to be seriously wounded. 

In Washington, President 
Barack Obama said Monday that 
Iranian voters have a right to feel 
their ballots mattered, and he 
urged an investigation into vote- 
rigging allegations to go forward 
without additional violence.

Mark DeJaico hit rock bot- 
tom late last year at a Houston 
nightclub. 

He had just worked up the nerve 
to chat with a cute girl when her 
friend interrupted them. 

“She said: ‘What are you doing, 
talking to him? He’s kinda slow,” 
DeJaico remembered. “Like I 
couldn’t even hear her.” 

The 30-year-old Army veteran 
had developed a severe stutter 
after being knocked unconscious 
during a mortar attack in Af- 
ghanistan in 2006. Doctors diag- 
nosed him with traumatic brain

injury and generalized anxiety 
disorder. 

Just getting his own name out 
of his mouth could take DeJaico 
half a minute. Every time he 
tried to talk, his heart thudded in 
his chest and his hands shook as 
his throat closed tight around the 
words. Sometimes he just gave up 
and wrote things down. 

For a military communications 
specialist who describes himself 
as talkative and happy-go-lucky, 
the impediment was devastat- 
ing. “That’s why I didn’t talk to 
anybody anymore,” DeJaico said. 
“Especially civilians.” 

A Rand Corp. study published 


last year estimated that out of 1.6 
million troops who served in Iraq 
and Afghanistan, about 320,000 
may have suffered a brain in- 
jury during deployment. The 
Department of Defense reported 
in March that the number with 
brain injuries could be as high as 
360,000, based on health screen- 
ing programs that show 10 per- 
cent to 20 percent of returning 
troops experienced at least a mild 
concussion, most often caused by 
roadside bombs. Of those, 45,000 
to 90,000 veterans have persistent 
symptoms thatrequire specialized 
care, according to the Pentagon.

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Army secretary | ? 


nominee tied to 
defense lobbies

The congressman tapped by 
President Barack Obama to be the 
next Army secretary had, before 
his nomination, requested $40 mil- 
lion worth of earmarks be added to 
the defense appropriations bill, The 
Washington Times reported. 

Among the requests made by Rep. 
John McHugh, R-N.Y., was more 
than $8 million for Fort Drum in his 
home state. 

He also called for $4.7 million for 
Lockheed Martin, which the paper 
said has contributed $35,000 to his 
campaigns over the years, accord- 
ing to the nonpartisan Center for Re- 
sponsive Politics. Rockwell Collins, 
Inc., a defense contractor with a fa- 
cility in upstate New York would re- 
ceive $2 million under the requests, 
the Times reported. Rockwell Col- 
lins until this year had been a client 
of PMA Group lobbying firm, which 
closed after it was the target of an 
FBI investigation into campaign fi- 
nance violations. PMA’s political ac- 
tion committee, its employees and its 
clients gave $160,250 to McHugh’s 
congressional campaigns, the Times 
wrote, citing the Center for Respon- 
sive Politics. 

“The congressman has never let 
a contribution influence any vote 
or action as an elected official, and 
he stands ready to respond to any 
questions the Senate may put before 
him,” spokeswoman Stephanie Valle 
told the paper, referring to the con- 
firmation process. 

McHugh, the top Republican on 
the House Armed Services Com- 
mittee, is generally regarded as a 
modest requester of earmarks, the 
Times noted, but said his requests 
are garnering greater scrutiny given 
his nomination as Army secretary.

Soldier to auction rare 
first edition of essays

INDIANAPOLIS — A rare leather-bound book 
that played an influential role in America’s early 
history could bring a windfall for a soldier train- 
ing for his second tour in Iraq. 

Indiana National Guard Capt. Nathan Harlan 
was a high school junior when he paid $7 for a 1788 
first edition of volume one of “The Federalist” — a 
two-volume book of essays calling for the ratifica- 
tion of the U.S. Constitution. 

Harlan, a 35-year-old from Granger, Ind., said 
he always thought his find might be worth about 
$500, not the thousands it could fetch when it’s sold 
online Tuesday by Heritage Auction Galleries of 
Dallas. 

“T’m really hoping it goes for $100,000, but I’m 
not holding my breath,” he said, chuckling. 

The divorced father of three was 16 when he 
bought the 227-page book in 1990 after his mother 
spotted it among book stacks as they browsed at a 
South Bend, Ind., flea market. 

Harlan’s high school history class happened to 
be discussing “The Federalist” — also known as 
“The Federalist Papers” — that same week, so he 
knew the book was special. 

The two-volume set was published months after 
the Constitution was drafted in September 1787 
in Philadelphia. Its collected essays helped rally 
support for ratifying the document that provided 
the federal government’s framework, said Mark 
Dimunation, chief of the rare book and special col- 


lections division at The Library of Congress. 

The essays were penned by James Madison, Al- 
exander Hamilton and John Jay, all of whom used 
the same pseudonym to focus attention on their 
pro-ratification arguments. 

“Tt’s one of the great political documents to come 
out of America,” Dimunation said. “And the favor- 
ite parlor game of the late 18th century was who 
wrote which essay.” 

Harlan did an Internet search for “The Federal- 
ist” just before listing the book on the online auc- 
tion site. He changed his mind about eBay when he 
saw that Heritage Auction Galleries sold a complete 
two-volume set last year for $262,900 —a lofty price 
aided by the fact that it was in its original form and 
had been owned by a Revolutionary War soldier. 

Harlan owns just a single volume, and its leath- 
er cover has been replaced, but the auction house 
estimates it will sell for $8,000 to $12,000. James 
Gannon, Heritage’s director of rare books, calls 
that range “very conservative” and says bidding 
could push the final price between $20,000 and 
$30,000. 

Harlan will get all the proceeds. Heritage is 
waiving its standard 20 percent seller’s commis- 
sion in recognition of his upcoming service in 
Iraq. He plans to save most of his auction earnings 
after paying a few bills. 

Harlan, who is currently training at Indiana’s 
Camp Atterbury, will likely be overseas when he 
gets his money. He will deploy this summer with 
the rest of the 140-soldier 38th Combat Aviation 
Brigade for up to a year. 
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Relief may be on the way 


VA to add more than 266,000 vets to health care system

WASHINGTON — John Kenny Baker was 
stunned when he applied for veterans’ health care 
last fall and was told his household income was too 
high. 

“T’m retired, and my wife makes about $50,000 a 
year,” the 65-year-old Army veteran said. “That’s 
not a lot, but they told me in February we still make 
too much.” 

Baker, who lives outside Nashville, Tenn., said he 
retired last fall because of a hip in- 
jury. The couple spends about $60 44 
on prescriptions each month and a 
few hundred dollars on health care 
through his wife’s employer. 

“If we could save just a little on 
that, itd be tremendous,” Baker 
said. 

He may have relief on the way. 
Veterans Affairs officials plan to 
add more than 266,000 veterans to 
the health care program by Octo- 
ber 2010, part of a new effort by the 
White House to expand coverage to 
those left out of the system in recent 
years. 

Philip Matkovsky, deputy chief business officer 
for VA member services, said as many as 4,000 new 
veterans could be enrolled in the next few weeks, 
and the department will send out letters to nearly 
half a million others asking them to reapply and see 
if they qualify under the new rules. 

As the economy has faltered, the department has 
seen a sizeable leap in the number of veterans out- 
side the system asking for help. 

In the first six months of 2008, just under 30,000 
veterans applied for hardship benefits from the de- 
partment, a temporary enrollment into the health 
care system. So far in 2009, more than 69,000 have 
asked for the same help. 

But the eligibility changes could add hundreds of 
thousands to the system before they hit financial fail- 
ure, Matkovsky said. The eligibility changes apply

only to veterans in the department’s lowest priority 
ranking, Priority 8: Those are veterans without any 
service-connected disabilities and who make more 
than $29,000 annually. 

Prior to 2003 most Priority 8 veterans were eli- 
gible for health coverage, but since then veterans in 
that group have been shut out of the system because 
of the costs of providing benefits. Thanks to $543 
million in new funding this fiscal year, the VA will 
now start adding some of that group back into the 
system. 

Still, not everyone will be eligible for coverage, 
Matkovsky said. The VA will deter- 
mine eligibility using an exhaus- 
tive list of income thresholds based 
on where veterans live. 

For example, under the new 
rules, a veteran living in Wash- 
ington, D.C., with no dependents 
must have a family income of less 
than $47,355 this year to qualify for 
health care coverage. A veteran liv- 
ing in Phoenix would have to make 
under $39,545 to qualify. 

In the most expensive region, San 
Francisco, a veteran with no depen- 
dents making less than $69,685 will 
be eligible. A veteran living there with a wife and 
two children can earn $107,470 annually as a family 
and still receive the health care coverage. 

In the Nashville region, the figure for a veteran 
with one dependent is $44,495. That’s still less than 
what Baker and his wife earn, but Matkovsky said 
VA officials are asking all veterans who think they 
are close to qualifying to submit an application. 

“There are deductions for medical expenses and 
other calculations,” he said. “So the message we’re 
trying to get out there is that you may be eligible, 
and you should apply.” 

The VA has set up an online calculator on its Web 
site where individuals can check whether their sal- 
ary falls above or below the cutoff for benefits.

Some Priority Ss may have to reapply 


For higher priority veterans — those injured on 
duty, those living in poverty, former prisoners of 
war — free health care is virtually guaranteed, pro- 
vided they received an honorable discharge. 

Recent combat veterans are also promised free 
health benefits, and are currently ranked by the 
Department as Priority 6, the same as World War 
II veterans. In all, department officials said about 
7.7 million people are currently in the health care 
system. 

Priority 8s in the system face co-pays for doctor 
visits and prescriptions, but save hundreds com- 
pared with the cost of a private health insurance 
plan. 

Individuals who applied after Jan. 1 will have 
their cases automatically reviewed by the VA. Vet- 


erans who applied earlier will receive letters stat- 
ing that they might now be eligible, but will have to 
reapply on their own. 

Scott Langhoff, a service officer for the Veterans 
Of Foreign Wars San Diego office, said workers 
there will be passing out the information to all the 
veterans they can. 

He has seen an uptick in the last year in the num- 
ber of veterans asking about VA benefits, and health 
care has been a big topic since the White House first 
outlined the expansion plan this spring. 

“We’re seeing a lot of older veterans who are get- 
ting laid off, getting let go from their jobs,” he said. 
“So obviously, anything that can save them some 
money helps.”

USS McCain arrives at 
sasebo after suffering 
damage to sonar array

YOKOSUKA NAVAL BASE, 
Japan — The USS John S. McCain 
arrived Monday at Sasebo Naval 
Base following damage at sea to 
the ship’s multi-function towed- 
array sonar, Navy officials said. 

A Navy spokesman would not 
confirm whether the Arleigh 
Burke-class destroyer sustained 
damage after the sonar array col- 
lided with a Chinese submarine 
Thursday, as multiple media out- 
lets reported. 

“We do not discuss detailed op- 
erational capabilities or locations 
of our ships,” 7th Fleet spokes- 
man Cmdr. Jeff Davis said. 

He did say the McCain was 
operating in international waters 
and conducting routine opera- 
tions. The McCain’s home port is 
Yokosuka Naval Base, about 750 
miles by land from Sasebo. 

The Associated Press reported 
that a senior researcher with the 
People’s Liberation Army’s Navy 
Equipment Research Center, Yin 
Zhuo, said the collision was likely 
an accident. He said the Ameri- 
can destroyer appeared to have 
failed to detect the submarine, 
while the Chinese vessel set its 
distance from the McCain as- 
suming it was not carrying sonar 
arrays, according to the state-run 
China Daily. 

A towed array is a long cable 
with hydrophones that is trailed 
behind a ship. It allows sonar 


technicians on both surface and 
submarine ships to hear vessels, 
aquatic life and other sounds 
within range. 

According to a CNN report Fri- 
day, an unnamed U.S. military 
official attributed the array dam- 
age to an “inadvertent encounter” 
with a Chinese submarine. 

The submarine did not strike 
the USS McCain’s hull, according 


to the CNN report. 
Philippine Defense Under- 
secretary Alberto Valenzuela 


said the incident occurred about 
144 miles from Subic Bay in the 
northwestern Philippines, outside 
the country’s territory, The Asso- 
ciated Press reported Monday. 

That would place the incident 
within the South China Sea, 
which includes a submarine base 
built in recent years at Hainan 
Island. 

“The base appears large 
enough to accommodate a mix of 
attack and ballistic missile sub- 
marines and surface combatant 
ships,” according to “Military 
Power of the People’s Republic 
of China,” a report prepared by 
the Defense Department for Con- 
gress in March. 

The base gives the Chinese 
navy access to important sea 
lanes and “offers the potential for 
stealthy deployment of subma- 
rines into the South China Sea,” 
according to the report.

Corps: Death of Camp Foster Marine an apparent suicide

CAMP FOSTER, Okinawa — The 
death of a 27-year-old Marine on Okinawa 
last Thursday was an apparent suicide, 
according to a news release Monday. 

Cpl. Adam J. Grady of Hallstead, Pa., 
was found dead in his barracks room on 
Camp Foster, the Marines said. Because 
the death is under investigation, no fur- 
ther details of the incident were released. 

Grady was assigned to Bravo Company, 
Headquarters and Service Battalion, 


Marine Corps Base as a telephone sys- 
tems and personal computer repairer. He 
began active duty in the Marine Corps 
on March 14, 2006, and was assigned to 
Okinawa in January 2008. 

He was promoted to corporal in March 
2008. 

His apparent suicide is part of a 
disturbing trend, according to the 
Department of Defense. The suicide rate 
in the Marine Corps has been steadily 
rising in recent years, with more active- 
duty Marines killing themselves in 2008 
than in any other year since the invasion 


of Iraq in 2003. 

According to Department of Defense 
statistics, 41 Marines killed themselves 
in 2008, compared to 32 suicides in 2007. 
In the first four months of this year, the 
Marines reported 12 suicides. 

The Marines also reported that there 
were 150 attempted suicides last year. 

Still, the suicide rate for Marines 
remains below the comparable rate for 
American civilians. 

In 2008, the Marine rate was 16.8 per 
100,000 personnel, while the civilian rate 
was at 19.5 per 100,000. And the rate in 


the Army last year was also higher, 18.1 
per 100,000, according to the Defense 
Department. 

Grady was a recipient of the National 
Defense Service Medal, Global War on 
Terrorism Service Medal and the Marine 
Corps Good Conduct Medal. 

“The Marine Corps is saddened by this 
loss, and our thoughts and prayers are 
with the family of Cpl. Grady during this 
difficult time,” Marine public affairs offi- 
cer 2nd Lt. Scott A. Sasser said in a news 
release.

takes command 
in Afghanistan

KABUL — Gen. Stanley 
McChrystal, a four-star general 
with a long history in elite special 
operations, took charge of U.S. 
and NATO troops in Afghanistan 
on Monday, a change the Penta- 
gon hopes will turn the tide in an 
increasingly violent war. 

McChrystal took command 
during a low-key ceremony at the 
heavily fortified headquarters of 
the NATO-led International Se- 
curity Assistance Force in cen- 
tral Kabul. His predecessor, Gen. 
David McKiernan, was fired last 
month by Defense Secretary 
Robert Gates one year into a two- 
year assignment, and McKiernan 
quietly left the country earlier 
this month. 

McChrystal is expected to take 
a more unconventional approach 
to the increasingly violent cam- 
paign in Afghanistan, utilizing 
decades of experience in special 
operations — elite military units 
that typically carry out danger- 
ous and secretive missions. 

He was deployed to Afghani- 
stan in 2002 as a one-star general 
and later was named command- 
ing general of the Joint Special 
Operations Command based at 
Fort Bragg, N.C. He is seen as 
well-suited to oversee the special 
missions in Afghanistan that tar- 
get insurgent leaders. 











Speaking before a crowd of 
several hundred troops and dig- 
nitaries at a ceremony filled 
with colorful flags and a mili- 
tary band, McChrystal said that 
the international mission “must 
recapture the excitement and in- 
spiration that ignited this coun- 
try” after the 2001 fall of the 
Taliban regime. 

He addressed one of the most 
contentious issues facing the U.S. 
and NATO: the deaths of Afghan 
civilians during military opera- 
tions, an issue President Hamid 
Karzai warned the general about 
when the two met Sunday. 

“The Afghan people are at the 
center of our mission. In reality, 
they are the mission. We must 
protect them from _ violence, 
whatever its nature,” McChrys- 
tal said. “But while operating 
with care, we will not be timid.” 

McChrystal will command the 
largest international force ever 
in Afghanistan. A record 56,000 
U.S. troops are in the country, 
alongside 32,000 forces from 41 
other countries. 

Marines have poured into 
Helmand province the last sev- 
eral weeks in an effort to stamp 
out an insurgency that has a 
strong hold in the world’s largest 
opium-poppy growing region. 

Militant attacks have risen 
steadily in the last three years 
and have reached a new high. 
U.S. Gen. David Petraeus said 
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Gen. Stanley McChrystal salutes during a ceremony in Kabul on

there were 400 insurgent attacks 
in Afghanistan during the first 
week of June. In comparison, 
there were less than 50 attacks 
per week in January 2004. 

On Sunday, Karzai warned 
McChrystal that the “most im- 
portant element of the mission” 
is to protect Afghan civilians. 

McChrystal has _ already 
pledged to reduce the number of 
Afghan villagers killed in fight- 
ing, saying he intends to review 
U.S. and allied operating proce- 


dures with an eye to minimizing 
civilian deaths. 

“Although I expect stiff fight- 
ing ahead, the measure of effec- 
tiveness will not be enemy killed. 
It will be the number of Afghans 
shielded from violence,” he told 
Congress this month. 

He also said that if he could 
obtain more intelligence, sur- 
veillance and reconnaissance 
aircraft, it would sharpen the pre- 
cision of allied attacks, thereby 
avoiding unwanted casualties.

Earlier this year, DeJaico graduated from 
Project Victory, a collaborative program by 
Houston’s TIRR Foundation and TIRR Me- 
morial Hermann, which helps service mem- 
bers recover from traumatic brain injury. 

But the greatest challenges may still loom 
for DeJaico as he leaves military life and 
structured therapy programs behind and ad- 
justs to his new identity as a civilian. 


Lifelong aspiration 


Born and raised in Chicago, DeJaico wanted 
to be a soldier for as long as he could remem- 
ber. Both parents had served in the military. 
He enlisted at age 24 and deployed to Afghan- 
istan in 2006. 

His unit was stationed in the mountains 
along the Pakistani border, where it was so 
cold that DeJaico’s eyelashes froze together. 

He doesn’t remember much about the mor- 
tar round that fell just feet from his guard post 
one snowy night in late October. The blast 
flipped DeJaico head over heels. His skull 
slammed into a patch of black ice. 

“T thought I was blind, to be honest with you,” 
he said. “They tell me I went into shock.” 

He was evacuated to Germany. During the 
trip, DeJaico had his first seizure. He was sent 
back to the U.S. in January 2007 for medical 
evaluation and treatment in Texas, but within 
a month, his symptoms had become so debili- 
tating that he dreaded leaving the barracks. 

Depressed and embarrassed by his sudden 


stutter, he stopped socializing. He couldn’t 
sleep, plagued by battlefield nightmares. 
When he ventured outside, the light stung his 
eyes, igniting excruciating headaches. 

“Tt was a sharp pain to where I could hear 
my heartbeat in my eardrum,” he said. 

Particularly unsettling was the short-term 
memory loss. 

“T’d go to Wal-Mart and forget where I 
parked,” DeJaico said. “TI’d literally look like a 
fool with the cart, going up and down the aisles. 
And I'd repeat stuff. My friends would be like, 
‘Mark, you told me this already.’ ” 

Like thousands of other “walking wounded,” 
DeJaico shows no outward scars, but his dis- 
ability is no less real than an amputee’s, said 
Dr. Gerard Francisco, Project Victory’s medi- 
cal director. Doctors don’t fully understand the 
unique consequences of brain injuries caused 
by blasts, the relationship to post-traumatic 
stress, and the brain’s mysterious healing pro- 
cess, Francisco said. One thing is certain, how- 
ever: There’s no quick fix. 

“Tt’s not realistic to expect that once they’ve 
completed their treatment that they’ll be 
cured,” he said. “What we’re trying to do is 
minimize the impact on how this affects their 
daily lives and how they interact with their 
families and friends and the community and 
at work.” 


Treatment, discharge 


Months of intensive speech therapy at Proj- 
ect Victory reduced DeJaico’s stutter so much 


civilian life proves difficult after injury 


that it’s hardly noticeable anymore. New pre- 
scriptions halted the seizures and headaches. 
Counseling banished the nightmares. But 
DeJaico’s progress couldn’t keep him from 
being medically discharged from the Army in 
February, even though he fought hard to stay. 

These days, the young retired corporal 
finds himself at a loss for how to fill the hours. 
He keeps his small apartment in west Hous- 
ton spotless enough to pass a white-glove in- 
spection. His dress greens hang pressed and 
ready in the closet. 

“T can’t let it go yet,” he said. “If the Army 
was like, ‘OK, Sarge, you’ve got the green 
light, come on back,’ I would say yes.” 

It would be easier to move on for DeJaico if 
finding another job weren’t so hard. For now, 
he works as a security guard at a River Oaks 
apartment complex to pay the bills. 

Project Victory has offered continuing ther- 
apy and training at its clinic near the Texas 
Medical Center, but DeJaico says he’s done 
with being a patient. He doesn’t want to think 
about his injury anymore, if he can help it. His 
focus is on the future. 

“T have to start a new life, basically,” he 
said. “I never did any of this before. I have no 
choice but to do this.” 

Last week, he picked up an application for 
the University of St. Thomas. He’s thinking 
maybe he’11 take advantage of the new GI bill, 
finish college and reinvent himself. 

“T need to do something,” DeJaico said. “I 
can’t just sit. I won’t let myself just sit.”

Despite negotiations and high- 
level requests to keep the U.S. 
air base at Manas open beyond 
this summer, the Air Force is 
still preparing for it to close in 
mid-August. 

Kyrgyzstan has ordered the 
United States to leave the air 
base — a major supply hub for 
the Afghan war — by Aug. 18. 
But in recent days, officials from 
President Barack Obama to Af- 
ghan President Hamid Karzai 
have made appeals to the Kyrgyz 
government to reconsider. 

On Monday, the outgoing com- 
mander of the base, Col. Chris- 
topher Bence, told Kyrgyz and 
international media that “we 
have started shipping equipment 
and supplies to other locations 
and those shipments should be 
finished by August 18.” 

Also on Monday, Kyrgyz Presi- 
dent Kurmanbek Bakiyev was 
scheduled to meet with Karzai 
at an international conference in 
Russia. The future of the Ameri- 
can base — which Karzai has 
said is key to a stable future for 
Afghanistan — was expected to 
come up. 

Manas, which shares space 
with Bishkek international air- 
port, has been used to transport 
tens of thousands of personnel 
into and out of Afghanistan since 
December 2001. 

The closure could hamper ef- 
forts to support Obama’s plan to 
send an additional 21,000 U.S. 
troops to Afghanistan this year. 

In late February, Uzbekistan 
announced it would allow the 
United States to transport non- 
military supplies through its 
territory, a reversal of a 2005 
decision that shut an earlier U.S. 
air base in that country. Money, 
along with regional competition 
with Russia, appears to be a cen- 
tral issue. U.S. operations at the 
base contributed around $64 mil- 
lion to the Kyrgyz economy in fis- 
cal 2008, officials have said. 

The money included $17.4 mil- 
lion in payments for use of the 
base, $22.5 million for airport op- 
erating and land lease fees, and 
$23.7 million in contracts such as 
construction projects and com- 
modity purchases. 

In the same time frame, Air 
Force KC-135 Stratotankers flew 
3,294 refueling missions from 
the base to support air opera- 
tions over Afghanistan, officials 
said. More than 170,000 coali- 
tion personnel passed through 
the base on their way in or out 
of Afghanistan, and Manas was 
the transit point for 5,000 tons of 
cargo, including spare parts and 
equipment, uniforms and various 
items to support personnel and 
mission needs. 

Currently, around 1,000 U.S. 
troops, along with a few hundred 
from Spain and France, are as- 
signed to the base. 

The Kyrgyz parliament voted to 
close the base shortly after Rus- 
sia pledged some $2 billion in aid 
and loans to the country, which is 
a former Soviet republic. 
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Odierno: June 30 Iraq pullback date is firm

BAGHDAD — The top U.S. commander 
in Iraq said Monday that he remains “abso- 
lutely committed” to pulling back all com- 
bat troops from urban areas by the end of 
the month, as provided for in a U.S.-Iraqi 
security agreement. 

Gen. Ray Odierno said a limited number 
of advisers and trainers will remain in the 
cities to work with Iraqi security forces, 
leaving unanswered questions about how 
many U.S. troops would remain and where 
they would be located. 

“We will not get into any specific num- 
bers, but it is a very small number,” Odi- 
erno told a joint news conference with key 
Iraqi officials. 

Odierno said the pull back of combat 
troops would also extend to the northern 
city of Mosul, where Sunni insurgents still 
pose a threat. 


Britain PM authorizes 
probe of Iraq invasion

LONDON — British Prime 
Minister Gordon Brown autho- 
rized a long-awaited inquiry into 
the Iraq war on Monday that 
aimed to examine mistakes made 
during and after the 2003 U.S-led 
invasion. 

Lawmakers and anti-war pro- 
testers have repeatedly demanded 
that an independent panel scruti- 
nize what they say are a range 
of errors made by Britain, the 
United States and other allies in 
prewar intelligence and postwar 
planning. 

Brown’s spokesman Michael 
Ellam said the prime minister 
would tell Parliament later on 
Monday how the inquiry will be

Earlier this year, he said Mosul might be 
one of the cities where combat troops could 
remain. Odierno said violence and ten- 
sions in Mosul have 
declined. 

“TI feel much more 
comfortable with the 
situation in Mosul 
now,” Odierno said. 

Under the _ Iraqi- 
U.S. security pact, 
American combat 
troops must withdraw 
by June 30 with all 
U.S. forces out of the 
country by the end 
of 2011. President 
Barack Obama _ has 
said all combat troops will leave Iraq by 
Aug. 31, 2010, leaving up to 50,000 troops 
in training and advising roles. 

Many Iragis are happy to see foreign 
soldiers off their streets but fear their 
own security forces may not be up to the 





challenge. 

Iraqi spokesman Ali al-Dabbagh called 
June 30 a historic day that “will be written 
in Iraqi history.” 

“The American troops will complete 
withdrawal by leaving some _ technical 
limited members for training purposes of 
Iraqi government,” al-Dabbagh said. 

He also said the U.S. role in Iraq would 
be limited. 

“There will be no combat missions un- 
less by the invitation of the Iraqi govern- 
ment,” al-Dabbagh said. 

Violence has declined dramatically 
in Iraq, though sporadic attacks with 
high body counts continue to plague the 
country. 

During the press conference, Odierno 
also said the number of foreign fighters 
coming into Iraq has dropped in the past 
10 months to “just a trickle.” 

Odierno credited the decline to better 
security along Iraq’s borders and efforts 
by Iraq’s neighbors including Syria to curb

illegal traffic. 

The security agreement also requires 
the U.S. to release all detainees or trans- 
fer them to Iraqi custody by the end of the 
year. 

Defense Minister Abdul-Qader al-Obei- 
di said the U.S. has released more than 
3,000 detainees and handed over 750 more 
to Iraqi authorities. 

More than 300 detainees loyal to Shiite 
cleric Muqtada al-Sadr have begun a hun- 
ger strike to protest alleged abuse in Iraqi 
prisons, according to the spokesman of the 
Sadrist movement, Salah al-Obeidi. 

Al-Obeidi said most of the detainees 
have been held without charge for at least 
a year. 

“Their cases are still unsettled,” he said.

Obama said reports of violence 
that followed Iranian elections 
trouble him and all Americans. 
He said peaceful dissent should 
never be subject to violence. 

“It would be wrong for me to 
be silent on what we’ve seen on 
the television the last few days,” 
Obama told reporters. 

Obama said he had no way of 
knowing whether the results were 
valid — the United States had no 
election monitors in Iran — but 
it was important that the voters’ 
choices be respected. 

Thechanting demonstrators had 
defied an Interior Ministry ban 
and streamed into central Teh- 
ran — an outpouring for Mousavi 
that swelled as more poured from 
buildings and side streets. 

The crowd — many wearing 
the trademark green color of 
Mousavi’s campaign — was more 
than five miles long, and based on 
previous demonstrations in the 
square and surrounding streets, 
its size was estimated to be in the 
hundreds of thousands. 


“T am ready to pay any price to 
materialize the ideals of you dear 
people,” he said, speaking though 
a portable loudspeaker. “People 
feel their wisdom has been insult- 
ed. We have to pursue legal chan- 
nels to regain our trampled rights 
and stop this last lie, and stand 
up to fraud and this astonishing 
charade.” 

As darkness fell, cries of “AI- 
lahu akbar!” — “God is great!” 
— were heard across central Teh- 
ran as people gathered on roof- 
tops for a second straight night. 
On Sunday night, Ahmadinejad 
opponents shouted “Death to the 
dictator!” The protest bore deep 
historic resonance — it was how 
the leader of the Islamic Revolu- 
tion, Ayatollah Ruhollah Khomei- 
ni, asked Iran to unite against the 
Western-backed shah 30 years 
earlier.

CAIRO — Iranian authorities 
criticized international media 
reports and took steps to control 
the flow of information from in- 
dependent news sources as anti- 
government protests raged in the 
country for a second day Sunday.

SEOUL — Tens of thousands of 
North Koreans rallied in Pyong- 
yang on Monday to condemn the 
U.N. rebuke of the country’s lat- 
est nuclear test amid concern the 
communist regime could conduct 
another one. 

The U.S. and South Korea are 
scrutinizing 11 underground 
sites across North Korea where it 
could conduct a third nuclear test, 
based on intelligence it may do so 
in protest of the U.N. Security 
Council sanctions, Seoul’s Joon- 
gAng Ilbo newspaper reported 
earlier Monday. 

Tension on the Korean pen- 
insula spiked after the North 
declared Saturday it would ac- 
celerate its nuclear bomb-mak- 
ing program by producing more 
plutonium and uranium, two key 
ingredients. 

The North also threatened 
war with any country that tries 


to stop its ships on the high seas 
as part of new Security Council 
sanctions passed in response to 
Pyongyang’s May 25 nuclear test. 
It conducted its first test in 2006. 

South Korean President Lee 
Myung-bak departed for summit 
talks in Washington on Tuesday 
with President Barack Obama 
that are expected to be domi- 
nated by the North’s nuclear and 
missile programs. 

In Pyongyang, a massive 
crowd of North Koreans packed 
the capital’s main square in a 
rally to condemn the U.N. reso- 
lution, television footage showed. 
The isolated, totalitarian regime 
often organizes such rallies at 
times of tension with the outside 
world. 

APTN North Korea estimated 
the crowd at about 100,000. 

“We strongly condemn and 
wholly reject the U.N. Security 
Council’s resolution on sanctions, 
fabricated at the instigation of

Palestinian officials 
upset by Netanyahu’s 
negotiations agenda

RAMALLAH, West’ Bank 
— Palestinian officials sought 
U.S. and European help to salvage 
foundering peacemaking on Mon- 
day after tough terms laid out by 
Israeli Prime Minister Benjamin 
Netanyahu, but they stopped short 
of refusing to resume negotiations. 

Palestinian disappointment was 
echoed in capitals across the Arab 
world, where leaders accused Ne- 
tanyahu of setting more obstacles 
in the path of an already stymied 
peace process. 

Laying out his Mideast policy in 
a speech Sunday, Netanyahu bent 
to U.S. pressure and backed down 
on decades of opposition to Pales- 
tinian statehood. He invited the 
Palestinians and the rest of the 
Arab world to resume talks. 

However, he removed from 
the negotiating agenda the fate 
of Palestinian refugees displaced 
by Israel’s 1948 creation and said 
Israel would retain sovereignty 
over all of Jerusalem — two issues 
previous Israeli governments had 


agreed to negotiate. 

Netanyahu also said he would 
keep building in Jewish settle- 
ments on land claimed by the Pal- 
estinians, despite a U.S. demand 
for a complete freeze. Palestinian 
President Mahmoud Abbas has 
said he would not resume talks 
unless Israel honored previous 
pledges to halt construction. 

Palestinian negotiator Saeb Er- 
ekat said Netanyahu’s speech was 
so riddled with conditions that he 
“left nothing for negotiations.” 

But he said the Palestinians 
didn’t want to be cast in the role 
of rejectionists and didn’t rule out 
the resumption of talks that broke 
off late last year. 

“Netanyahu wants to put us in 
a situation where he looks like he 
offered something, and we said 
no,’ Erekat said. ‘“Netanyahu’s 
speech was very clear. He rejects 
the two-state solution.” 

Erekat said he contacted Amer- 
ican, European and Russian me- 
diators in the wake of the speech 
and urged them to hold Israel — 
along with the Palestinians — to 
their obligations under previous 
peace plans.

attempt at stifling” the North, 
Kim Ki Nam, a top Workers’

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Russia hosts 
Asian states 
at Summit

YEKATERINBURG, Russia 
— Russia played regional power 
broker Monday, hosting China 
and Central Asian nations for a 
summit that highlights the Krem- 
lin’s efforts to maintain clout in 
former Soviet territory and raise 
its profile in Afghanistan. 

Moscow is expected to use 
the meeting of leaders from the 
Shanghai Cooperation Organiza- 
tion to try to cement the six-na- 
tion group as a counterbalance 
to the U.S. presence in strategic 
Central Asia. 

Russian President Dmitry 
Medvedev opened the two-day 
meeting by saying the group 
would discuss the global finan- 
cial crisis and the key issue it 
was created to address: regional 
security. 

Late Monday, Medvedev was 
expected to discuss the situa- 
tion in Afghanistan with Afghan 
President Hamid Karzai and 
Pakistani President Asif Ali 
Zardari. 

The eight-year-old Shanghai 
Cooperation Organization is 
dominated by Russia and China 
and includes Kazakhstan, Kyr- 
gyzstan, Tajikistan and Uzbeki- 
stan, with countries such as 
India, Iran and Pakistan holding 
observer status. 

Medvedev also was expected 
to meet with Iranian President 
Mahmoud Ahmadinejad. The 
Iranian leader postponed his ar- 
rival in this Ural Mountains city 
until Tuesday, according to the 
Iranian Embassy in Moscow, be- 
cause of protests in Iran over his 
bitterly disputed re-election.

PARIS — Air France has replaced the air speed 
sensors on its entire fleet of Airbus A330 and A340 
long-haul aircraft, a pilots’ union official said Mon- 
day. The company had been under pressure from 
pilots who feared the devices could be linked to the 
crash of Flight 447. 

In the deep waters of the mid-Atlantic, a Dutch 
ship began trolling with a high-tech, U.S. Navy lis- 
tening device Monday in search of the flight data 
and voice recorders. Investigators say information 
from those black boxes is key to determining what 
caused Air France Flight 447 to crash into the ocean 
with 228 people on board. 

Experts looking into the May 31 crash of the 4- 
year-old Airbus A330 jet have so far focused on the 
possibility that external speed monitors — called 
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the plane’s computers. 

In the weeks before the accident, Air France had 
begun replacing the tubes on its A330 and A340 jets, 
but not yet on the plane that crashed. After the ac- 
cident, the airline pledged to speed up the switch and 
complete it by the end of this month. 

The whole fleet “is equipped since the end of last 
week with Thales’ BA sensors,” said Erick Derivry, 
aspokesman for the SNPL pilots’ union. The crashed 
jet was equipped with the older AA model sensors, 
which Airbus has recommended airlines replace. 

Despite questions about the performance of the 
Pitot tubes, Derivry stressed, “Today it is not prov- 
en or established that the AA model probes are at 
the origin of the accident.” 

Airbus CEO Tom Enders defended the A300 on 
Monday. 

“Their record is very, very impressive,” he said. 
“(They have] more than 16 million flight hours, 
more than 3 million flights and this is so far one of

Airbus scores first sales with Qatar Air at air show

LE BOURGET, France — A 
defiant Boeing said Monday the 
aviation industry’s troubles may 
be ending, while Airbus kicked 
off the race for plane orders at 
this year’s Paris Air Show, cloud- 
ed by rainy skies, recession and 
the crash of Air France Flight

With the global aviation indus- 
try facing unprecedented losses 
and falling revenue, no one at- 
tending the 100th anniversary of 
the world’s first and largest air 
show was expecting Airbus or 
Boeing to unveil the raft of new 
jet orders that have been a staple 
of the event over the past four 
years. 


Bodies of 9 missing foreign 
hostages found in Yemen

SAN’A, Yemen — Nine missing 
foreigners in Yemen have been 
murdered, said a Yemeni official 
Monday, apparently executed by 
their kidnappers in the impov- 
erished nation in the Arabian 
peninsula where al-Qaida has a 
strong presence. 

The nine foreigners, including 
seven German nationals, a Briton 
and a South Korean, disappeared 
last week while on a picnic in the 
northern Saada region of Yemen. 

The official, who spoke on con- 
dition of anonymity because he 
was not authorized to speak to the 
press, announced the discovery of 


the remaining six bodies Monday 
after three others had been found 
mutilated earlier in the day. 

Yemen, the poorest nation in 
the Middle East, is home to res- 
tive tribes, a Shiite rebellion, as 
well as a branch of al-Qaida that 
operates in its remote regions and 
has often targeted foreigners as 
well as the U.S. Embassy. 

Shepherds in the area found the 
remains of three of the women in 
the northern Saada province near 
the town of el-Nashour, known as 
a hideout for al-Qaida militants, 
the official said. 

In Berlin, the Foreign Ministry 
said it couldn’t confirm whether 
the Germans had been killed.

announced last year at the Farn- 
borough Air Show. 

He said the deal announced 
Monday is worth $1.9 billion, 
which is about the same as the 
list price. 

Meanwhile, Rolls-Royce PLC 
signed a $1.5 billion order with 
Gulf Air to supply engines for the 
Bahrain-based airline’s new Air- 
bus A330 long-haul aircraft. 


The British aircraft engine 
manufacturer will supply Trent 
700EP engines to power 20 Air- 
bus A330 aircraft, with deliveries 
beginning in 2012. 

Canada’s Bombardier §an- 
nounced it had won, confirmed 
or converted a total of 35 firm 
orders for its CRJ1000 NextGen 
jets by Spanish regional carrier 
Air Nostrum, in deals worth a 
total of $1.75 billion.

President tells doctors he’s ‘open’ to requiring insurance for all

CHICAGO — President Barack Obama 
pushed hard Monday for a health care over- 
haul, saying the system is “a ticking bomb” 
for the budget that could force America to “go 
the way of GM” without a legislative fix. 

Obama went before the American Medical 
Association in Chicago to declare anew that 
the existing system leaves too many uninsured 
and forces “excessive defensive medicine” by 
doctors worried about malpractice suits. He 
also declared once again that he does not favor 
socialized medicine and cautioned people to 
beware of “scare tactics and fear-mongering” 
by critics who make this claim. 

Obama did tell his audience of physicians

and health care professionals that he’s “open” 
to requiring all Americans to have health in- 
surance, while stressing that the plan would 
permit continuing assistance for those who 
cannot afford it on their own. 

Obama said that a “health care exchange” 
would be set up to provide additional options 
for the uninsured. 

“A big part of what led General Motors and 
Chrysler into trouble,” he said, “were the huge 
costs they racked up providing health care for 
their workers — costs that made them less 
profitable and less competitive with automak- 
ers around the world.” 

“If we do not fix our health care system,” 
Obama said, “America may go the way of 
GM — paying more, getting less, and going 
broke.” 


Obama also said the nation must explore 
ways to reduce the number of unnecessary 
medical tests or procedures that sometimes 
are conducted to stave off possible malprac- 
tice lawsuits. 

And Obama said that placing caps on mal- 
practice awards, which many doctors want, 
would be unfair to patients, a statement that 
produced a loud boo from the audience. 

However, he said, “we need to explore a 
range of ideas about how to put patient safety 
first, let doctors focus on practicing medicine, 
and encourage broader use of evidence-based 
guidelines. That’s how we can scale back the 
excessive defensive medicine reinforcing our 
current system of more treatment rather than 
better care.”

suspect's 
son says

WASHINGTON — The son 
of the man accused of killing a 
security guard at the U.S. Ho- 
locaust Memorial Museum said 
his father had long burdened his 
family with his white suprema- 
cist views and that he wishes his 
father would have died in the 
shooting instead. 

James von Brunn, 88, has been 
charged with first-degree mur- 
der in the death of 39-year-old 
Stephen T. Johns, who was black. 

“T cannot express enough how 
deeply sorry I am it was Mr. 
Johns, and not my father who lost 
[his] life,’ Erik von Brunn, 32, 
said in a statement to ABC News. 
“It was unjustified and unfair 
that he died, and while my condo- 
lences could never begin to offer 
appeasement, they, along with my 
remorse is all I have to give.” 

Erik von Brunn told ABC, 
“Forgiveness is very difficult 
right now.” 

“You know, the only bond we 
had was father and son. We didn’t 
like each other very much.” 

Authorities say James von 
Brunn shot the guard in the chest 
with a vintage rifle after Johns 
opened the door for him. Von 
Brunn was shot in the face by 
guards and is expected to survive. 
A hearing was set for Monday in 
a Washington federal court for a 
magistrate judge to hear about 
von Brunn’s health. 


Supreme Court won't review ‘Cuban Five’ espionage case

WASHINGTON — The Supreme Court 
on Monday refused to review the convic- 
tions of five Cuban intelligence agents who 
say they did not receive a fair trial because 
of strong anti-Castro sentiment in Miami. 

The justices left in place the convictions 
of the so-called “Cuban Five,” despite calls 
from Nobel Prize winners and internation- 
al legal groups to review the case. 

The five — Ruben Campa, Rene Gonza- 
lez, Gerardo Hernandez, Luis Medina and 


Antonio Guerrero — were convicted on 
charges of acting as unregistered Cuban 
agents in the United States and of espio- 
nage conspiracy for attempting to pen- 
etrate U.S. military bases. 

Hernandez was also convicted of murder 
conspiracy in the deaths of four Miami- 
based pilots whose planes, part of the 
Brothers to the Rescue organization, were 
shot down by Cuban fighter jets in 1996 off 
the island’s coast. 

The five have been lionized as heroes 
in Cuba, while exile groups say they were 


justly punished. 

Also on Monday, the court handed down 
other decisions: 

™@ The Supreme Court has struck down 
as unconstitutional a tax that a city in Alas- 
ka imposed on oil tankers using its port. 

The court ruled 7-2 Monday that the city 
of Valdez has been unfairly taxing tankers 
that use its port where they load up with 
crude oil bound for West Coast refineries. 

m™ The Supreme Court is stepping into 
a dispute between Shell Oil Co. and gas 
station operators who claim the oil com- 


pany tried to drive them out of business. 
The justices, in an order Monday, say they 
will hear arguments next year in a case 
involving eight Shell station operators in 
Massachusetts. 

@ The Supreme Court won’t stop the Fed- 
eral Communications Commission from 
setting rules making it easier for new cable 
TV competitors to gain local franchises. 
The high court on Monday refused to hear 
an appeal from local governments saying 
the FCC had overstepped its authority. 


Stimulus funds make some Americans ineligible for food stamps

WASHINGTON — When Pres- 
ident Barack Obama increased 
unemployment benefits as part 
of his economic stimulus, he also 
made some Americans ineligible 
for hundreds of dollars a month 
in food stamps. 


Under the economic recovery 
plan, laid-off workers have seen 
a $25 weekly bump in their un- 
employment checks as part of a 
broad expansion of benefits for 
the poor. But the law did not raise 
the income cap for food stamp 
eligibility, so the extra money 
has pushed some people over the 


limit. 

Laid-off workers and state of- 
ficials are only now realizing the 
quirk, a consequence of pushing 
a $787 billion, 400-page bill into 
law in three weeks. 

And for people hurt by the 
change, there’s no way around it. 

“Everybody tells you, ‘Yeah, I 


can understand why you’re frus- 
trated. It doesn’t sound right.’ But 
nobody knows where to go,” said 
Mark Milota, 47, of Marietta, Ga., 
who was laid off in November. 
The Georgia Department of 
Human Resources said in a letter 
to him last month that, because 
of the stimulus, he was ineligible 


for food stamps. He now makes 
$1,538 a month — $21 too much 
for a family of two to qualify. 

“We have to pay him that $25 a 
week,” said Brenda Brown, assis- 
tant commissioner at the Georgia 
Department of Labor. “And he 
doesn’t have the option not to ac- 
cept it.”

Has the time come for year-round school?

WASHINGTON 
y second-grade daughter went 
to school the other day and 
made potions in her Harry 
Potter class. My son’s class 
of fourth- and fifth-graders wrote movie 
scripts, filmed them and learned how to 
edit them on the computer. 

At their Alexandria, Va., public school, 
my kids have learned how to sail, designed 
entire cities in cardboard, built skyscrap- 
ers with toothpicks and marshmallows, 
performed in a musical and built and set 
off rockets on the front lawn. 

They’ve created passports and had them 
stamped after “visiting” countries around 
the world. They’ve learned CPR, calligra- 
phy, Japanese, rollerblading and how to 
make art like Andy Warhol and Jackson 
Pollock. 

My children attend a year-round school. 
And those are the kinds of hands-on, big- 
project classes that are taught during “in- 
tersessions,” or short breaks throughout 
the year that take the place of the long, 
lazy, Huck Finn summers that most Amer- 
icans have come to think of as an inalien- 
able right of childhood. 


My kids love it 


Far from grousing about missing out 
on the months-long summer break that 
will start soon, my kids love year-round 
school. My daughter had no idea that she 
was learning chemistry when her Harry 
Potter class made butter beer and choco- 
late frogs. My son developed a much better 
grasp of plot and character when he had to 
create both on film. 

I love their so-called modified calendar, 
too. And so, most of all, do the lower-in- 
come parents who’ve watched their kids 
thrive on it. 

Both President Barack Obama and Edu- 
cation Secretary Arne Duncan have called 
the traditional school day and school year 
outdated and inadequate for the demands of 
21st-century life. 

“Go ahead and boo me,” Duncan said in 
April to Denver students. “I think schools 
should be open six, seven days a week, 11, 
12 months a year.” 







Modified calendar 


Though different schools and districts 
have different schedules, our modified cal- 
endar works like this: The first day back 
to school typically falls in the first week of 
August. The children attend regular class- 
es for nine weeks. 


Then they have a two-week break, or 
intersession, in October, when they can 
choose either to attend fun, creative class- 
es or to go on vacation. Then they have 
nine more weeks of school, winter break, 
and then a week of intersession in January. 
Nine more weeks of school, then a two- 
week intersession that bumps up against 
spring break. 

The school year ends in June, at the 
same time as schools on the tra- 
ditional calendar. But sum- 
mer break lasts five or six 
weeks, rather than the 
traditional 10. 

If students 
choose to pursue 
the intersession 
classes, by the 
time they’ve 
gone from 
kinder- 
garten 
through 
fifth 
grade, 
they’ll 
have _ at- 
tended 
what 
amounts 
to an ad- 
ditional 
year of 
school.

that so much public 
education has become. 
Done right, intersessions 
are a time to open minds 
and discover passions. 


An unpopular idea 


When Mount Vernon Commu- 
nity School first considered the 
idea of going to a modified calen- 
dar a few years ago, it was a battle 
royale. Some middle-class parents 
argued that it was important for 
children to lie on their backs and 
watch the clouds for hours over a 
long summer break. That a year- 
round calendar was just another 
way to institutionalize our kids in 
the often dull busy-work of school. 

I worried, too. But, honestly, my 
children weren’t idling their sum-

mer days away like ol’ Huck on the Mis- 
sissippi. A 10-week summer meant that my 
husband and I staggered our work sched- 
ules, shoved our kids in camps, set up car- 
pools, cobbled together babysitters and 
imposed on neighbors and friends whenev- 
er one piece of our elaborately jury-rigged 
schedule fell apart.

work outside the home, I would imagine 
that most families experience summer 
much the same way. 

But many middle-class parents left our 
school rather than lose a long summer. The 
ones who stayed, albeit uneasily at first, 
were in for a pleasant surprise. We found 
that intersession classes gave our children 
the kind of engaging school experience we 
had always wanted for them. 

Karl Alexander, a sociology professor 
at Johns Hopkins University, studied 800 
students for more than 20 years in Balti- 
more’s elementary schools. He found that 
by ninth grade, low-income students 
had fallen 3 2 grade levels behind 
their middle-class peers. And most 

of that gap was attributable to 
learning lost over the long tra- 
ditional summer. 

What those children needed 
was more time to learn and 
less time to forget. And they 
needed more exposure to 
the world beyond their 
apartment walls, the TV 
and the 24-Hour Express 
Minimart. 
Most importantly, teach- 
ers say, they are able to 
intervene throughout the 
year and help struggling 
students right when they 
need it.

Hollywood nursed another big weekend 
hangover. 

The Warner Bros. comedy “The Hangover” 
hauled in $33.4 million to remain the top box- 
office draw for a second-straight weekend, 
according to studio estimates Sunday. 

The tale of a Las Vegas bachelor party gone to 
extremes raised its total to $105.4 million after 
10 days in theaters. It was the summer’s first 
movie to finish at No. 1 for two weekends in a 
row. 

Disney’s latest Pixar Animation hit, the action 
comedy “Up,” came in a close second again with 
$30.5 million. That lifts the acclaimed animated 
film’s total to $187.2 million. 

Debuting at No. 3 with $25 million was Sony’s 
action remake “The Taking of Pelham 1 2 3.” 
The thriller stars Denzel Washington as a dis- 
patcher matching wits against John Travolta as 
the mastermind of a subway hijacking. 

Eddie Murphy delivered a dud with the Para- 
mount family comedy “Imagine That,” which 
debuted at No. 6 with a lackluster $5.7 million. 
The movie features Murphy as a work-obsessed 
dad whose daughter’s three imaginary friends 
make him a financial whiz with their smart 
stock-market picks. 

Coming in fourth was “Night at the Museum: 
Battle of the Smithsonian,” starring Ben Stiller, 
with $9.6 million. “Land of the Lost,” the campy 
take on a’70s children’s show, was fifth with 
$9.2 million.

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NASA repairs shuttle fuel leak

CAPE CANAVERAL, Fila. 
— NASA will try to launch space 
shuttle Endeavour again Wednes- 
day, after repairing a hydrogen 
gas leak that thwarted the first 
attempt. 

In order to give Endeavour 
another shot, top space agency 
officials on Monday bumped an 
unmanned moon mission. The 
Atlas rocket had been scheduled

Letterman told his television audience 
that Palin, her husband and daughter had 
attended a New York Yankees game where 
the daughter had been “knocked up” dur- 
ing the seventh inning pause by Yankee 
star Alex Rodriguez. He also insulted every 
airline crewmember outside the cockpit by 
describing Palin’s own appearance as a 
“slutty flight attendant look.” 

Let me note here that as the father of one 
daughter and the grandfather of four young 
ladies, three of them teenagers, and the fa- 
ther-in-law of a former longtime flight at- 
tendant ... I was particularly outraged by 
these mindless remarks. 

To her credit, Palin ignored the assault 
on her own person, realizing her political 
ambitions have made her fair game. But 
what parent, even one who understands 
that in this country politicians can expect 
rough treatment, would not be angered by 
the gratuitous off-color assault on their 
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teenage daughter? The Palin daughter at 
the game was 14-year-old Willow. Palin 
called the remark “sexually perverted,” 
which seems an apt description for one who 
apparently thinks the suggested rape of a 
child or a teenage pregnancy are laughing 
matters. 

Letterman said he would never say that 
about a 14-year-old. Well, that would indi- 
cate at least he knows the consequences at- 
tached to an assault, verbal or otherwise, 
on an underage girl. He said he was refer- 
ring to Bristol, the 18-year-old who is an 
unwed mother but who was not at the game 
— an obvious cop-out. But either way, of 
course, he was out of line. Just because this 
former TV weatherman hails from the In- 
diana farm country (as do I) doesn’t mean 
he should be bombarding us with pig dung 
in the guise of barnyard “humor” that most 
Hoosiers on either side of the political aisle 
would consider unfunny. 

Furthermore, this smutty dialogue is not 
fit for national television. Aren’t we getting 
a bit tired of those who feel somehow their 
lofty positions give them immunity from 
the social restraints and standards of good 
taste and decency that govern most civi- 
lized Americans? It is safe to say that had 
Letterman’s remarks been made with any 
sort of racial overtone, his job would be on 
the line. There really is no reason for it not 
to be now if one subscribes to the notion 
that a baseless suggestion of immorality 
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about any one no matter their color should 
bear some consequences, First Amend- 
ment guarantees notwithstanding. 

Letterman’s remarks may have been 
written for him but the responsibility is 
still his. He has complete control of his own 
material. It is puzzling that after all these 
years, he has not learned the difference be- 
tween fair comment and satire and vicious 
disparagement. What may be more trou- 
blesome in all this is that it furthers the in- 
civility of today’s politics, that its nastiness 
moves us just that much closer to the hate 
line at the expense of innocent bystanders 
— in this case children. 

Liking or disliking Sarah Palin has noth- 
ing to do with this. Those who find her po- 
litically unsettling should be as appalled 
as those who are her biggest supporters. 
Her daughter’s pregnancy and decision to 
keep the baby does not make her a legiti- 
mate target for scurrilous public bathroom 
scribbles from morons. Mothers all over 
the world should be offended. It may be too 
late for a Letterman apology but it isn’t for 
CBS officials to issue a strong disassocia- 
tion with his remarks. After all, he violated 
most of the unwritten but understood rules 
that have protected minor family mem- 
bers from such unfair attacks. They have 
fired people for less. What this whole mat- 
ter says about our direction is downright 
disgusting.

arge-scale manipulation 
of Friday’s _ presidential 
election in Iran was to be 
expected, but few could have pre- 
dicted that Iran’s supreme leader, 
Ayatollah Ali Khamenei, had a 
military coup in mind. By declar- 
ing incumbent Mahmoud Ahma- 
dinejad the winner, Khamenei 
conveyed a clear message to the 
West: Iran is digging in on its nu- 
clear program, its support to Leb- 
anese Hezbollah and Palestinian 
Hamas, and its defiant regional 
policies. 

In the streets of Tehran and 
other major cities, riot police, 
members of the Islamic Revolu- 
tionary Guard Corps and Basij 
militias are battling reformist 
demonstrators who are protest- 
ing the results. The government 
has cut Internet connections and 
cell phone service and jammed 
foreign satellite TV and radio 
broadcasts. Most foreign journal- 
ists in Iran to cover the election 
were expelled after the voting 
ended. More than 100 leaders of 
the reform movement have been 
detained so far, and others are 
under what amounts to house 
arrest. 

Even though Khamenei asked 
the candidates not to dispute the 
results, a reformist group called 
the Council of Militant Clerics, 
led by former President Mo- 
hammad Khatami, apologized 
to the people for not being able 
to protect their votes and asked 
the government to overturn this 


result and hold new elections. 
In statements Sunday, two of the 
presidential candidates, Mir Hos- 
sein Mousavi and Mehdi Kar- 
roubi, asked people to continue 
their “nonviolent demonstration” 
throughout the country and criti- 
cized the government for using 
violence against demonstrators. 

More than 80 percent of Ira- 
nian voters turned out primar- 
ily because Ahmadinejad’s three 
challengers succeeded in mobi- 
lizing Iran’s silent majority, es- 
pecially in the two weeks before 
the election. All three warned 
explicitly about the risks of Ah- 
madinejad’s domestic and foreign 
policies. Although Ahmadinejad 
enjoys the support of Iran’s pow- 
erful supreme leader, in the final 
two weeks before the election all 
reputable polls inside and outside 
of Iran showed that Ahmadine- 
jad’s popularity had decreased 
significantly — particularly fol- 
lowing televised campaign de- 
bates — even in rural areas and 
among the urban working class. 

Ahmadinejad took office four 
years ago through an engineered 
election. This time Khamenei 
announced — before the official 
Interior Ministry count had been 
issued — that Ahmadinejad had 
won more than 24 million votes, 
surpassing even the record set by 
Khatami 12 years ago. 

Mousavi and Karroubi have 
called the announced results 
“ridiculous.” Mousavi said Sun- 
day that invalidating the election 
is now the only way to restore 


the people’s trust. The Iranian 
supreme leader’s post-election 
statement, in which he described 
a “people’s epic” through a “com- 
pletely fair and free election,” did 
not prevent shocked followers of 
reformist candidates from riot- 
ing to chants of “down with the 
dictator.” 

The challengers also asked 
people to go to the roof of their 
homes and shout “Allah is great,” 
a slogan that reminds people of 
the 1979 revolution. ... 

The current social solidarity 
and political unity in Iran is un- 
precedented since the revolution. 
Banners, headbands and signs in 
green, the color of the anti-Ahma- 
dinejad movement, were promi- 
nent before the election and are 
still on display. No one can pre- 
dict where this situation will lead 
and whether Khamenei’s night- 
mare of a “velvet revolution” will 
come true. 

Earlier this year, in his mes- 
sage on the occasion of the Ira- 
nian New Year (Nowruz), Barack 
Obama became the first U.S. 
president since the hostage crisis 
to address “Iranian leaders” and 
the “Islamic Republic” rather 
than the Iranian “regime.” The 
Obama administration had been 
careful not to take any position 
that could be seen as support- 
ing a particular candidate in the 
Iranian election. Obama’s Iran 
team was surely watching the 
decreasing support for Ahma- 
dinejad and waiting to see what 
would happen. While Venezuela’s 


‘election’ 
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Hugo Chavez and leaders of the 
Palestinian Hamas and Egyptian 
Muslim Brotherhood movements 
were among the first to congrat- 
ulate Ahmadinejad, people ev- 
erywhere, certainly including in 
Iran, expect the United States to 
speak out. 

This military coup is a turning 
point in Iran’s domestic and for- 
eign policies that the West cannot 
ignore. The U.S. reaction in par- 
ticular is meaningful not only for 
Iran’s democratic movement but 
for all democrats in Islamic coun- 
tries who suffer under autocratic 
governments. In coordination 
with European and other nations, 
the United States should respond 
to the message being sent by 
Iran’s supreme leader by con- 
demning the election and back- 
ing the Iranian people’s demand 
for a free and fair revote under 
the supervision of international 
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observers. 

Iran’s people have a living 
memory of U.S. involvement in 
the 1950s coup against the gov- 
ernment of Mohammed Mos- 
sadegh. They expect the Obama 
administration not to make the 
same mistake at this crucial time 
in U.S.-Iranian relations by rec- 
ognizing the coup carried out 
under the cover of this election. 

It will be easier to bring an end 
to Iran’s controversial nuclear 
program and defiant foreign 
policy working with a democratic 
Iran rather than the military gov- 
ernment that is in power. Iranian 
society will not forget this histor- 
ic moment and is watching to see 
how the free world reacts.

Violent incidents from older people not surprising

\ K Vora going on? All along I thought 
hordes of angry young men posed 
the greatest threat to society. Ex- 

perts are always telling us to worry about 

the social menace from brooding young 

Turks with too much energy and time on 

their hands. They commit the lion’s share 

of crimes and terrorist acts. They gener- 
ally have the least to lose. 

But in the last two weeks, we’ve wit- 
nessed an 88-year-old white supremacist 
allegedly kill a security guard at the U.S. 
Holocaust Memorial Museum and a 51- 
year-old religious zealot allegedly assas- 
sinate a doctor who performed abortions 
in Wichita, Kan. Have we entered the era 
of the angry old — or at least middle-aged 
— man? 

That’s certainly the impression we got 
during last year’s presidential election. 
The snarling John McCain versus the un- 
flappable Barack Obama is the cartoon 
sketch of the campaign that remains in my 
head. On Election Day, the only age demo- 
graphic that the at-times apoplectically 
angry Republican candidate won was vot- 
ers over 60. Are older Americans mad as 
hell and not going to take it anymore? 

On the contrary, most surveys find that 
the older you are, the more contented you 
become. Sure, older folks might grouse 
about their health but they tend to be more 
pleased with their lot than the young. 

A recent study found that although older 
people reported a larger number of health 
problems, they tend to report far fewer dif- 
ficulties — particularly financial, interper- 
sonal or crime problems — overall. (For all 
our glorification of youth, young adults ac- 





tually have more troubles with money, re- 
lationships and careers than their elders.) 
And it’s a truism that people who’ve sur- 
vived life for several decades also tend to 
gain perspective on things, which creates 
less stress. The years tend to mellow us. 

Up to a point, it’s a fact that as individu- 
als age, rates of violence of fall. One study 
of psychiatric patients found that the pro- 
portion of patients over 40 who committed 
violent acts was one-third the rate of pa- 
tients between the ages of 25 and 40. But, 
later in life, the risk of violence increases 
again, and older people actually are more 
violent than the contentment and stress 
data would suggest. People over 65 “com- 
mit more assaultive behavior” than mid- 
dle-aged individuals, although not as much 
as young people. ... 

In fact, the number of elderly being ar- 


rested and incarcerated has risen over the 
last 20 years. The profile of an aging vio- 
lent offender is, in its way, not that different 
than that of younger populations. Arrests 
for violent offenses among the elderly have 
been associated with males, low socioeco- 
nomic status, alcohol or drug abuse. 

The killings at the Holocaust Museum 
and the Wichita clinic at this point don’t 
fit perfectly within that description. They 
are overtly political, and they remind us 
of April’s Homeland Security report that 
warned of a resurgence of right-wing ex- 
tremism. However, age may play a factor 
in that as well. In general, hard-edged con- 
servatism iS more popular among older 
cohorts, which means that if the report is 
accurate, we might expect to see more vio- 
lence from middle-aged/elderly partisans. 

So far, however, most of the violence 


committed by the elderly is self-inflicted. 
According to the Violence Policy Center, 
white males age 65 and older are more 
likely than any other age group to commit 
suicide with a firearm. In 1992, researcher 
John McIntosh predicted that the number 
and proportion of elderly suicide victims 
would climb — from 1 in every 5 suicides 
in the 1980s to 1 in every 3 by 2030. 

So should the angry old men replace the 
angry young ones in our social imagina- 
tions? No, not quite. 

We still have more to fear from angry 
young men. But, at the very least, it 
shouldn’t surprise us so much that as the 
baby boomers and the country age, more 
and more violent tragedies are likely to 
come at the hands of older Americans.

— University of Virginia 
President John T. Casteen III has 
announced that he will retire on 
Aug. 10, 2010, at the conclusion of 
his 20th year on the job. 

Casteen, 65, made the an- 
nouncement at a Board of Visitors 
meeting. Upon retirement, he will 
become president emeritus. 

“These years have been all but 
magical for my family and me,” 
Casteen said in a news release. 
“We have had the pleasure of liv- 
ing and working among students, 
staff members, faculty members, 
alumni, other backers of the uni- 
versity, and the women and men of 
a community that we see as Amer- 
ica’s best.” 

Heywood Fralin, rector of the 
university, said he expects the 
board to begin a search for Cas- 
teen’s successor in late July. 

Casteen has led the university 
during its $3 billion fundraising 
campaign, one of the largest capi- 
tal campaigns ever undertaken by 
a university. He also led the uni- 
versity through a major restruc- 
turing of its administration and 
governance. 


ATV riders hopeful they 
broke Guinness record 


SILVER BAY — AIll- 

terrain vehicle riders 
who formed a parade along Min- 
nesota’s North Shore are claiming 
a world record for their turnout. 

The All-Terrain Vehicle Asso- 
ciation of Minnesota tried to line 
up more than 2,000 ATVs in Sil- 
ver Bay into the longest parade 
documented for Guinness World 
Records.

The Texas Department of Pub- 
lic Safety said a surge of applica- 
tions has created a backlog and 
stretched processing times from 
90 days to 16 weeks in some cases. 

DPS received about 48,600 ap- 
plications from January to May, 
compared to 62,000 during all of 
last year, the Amarillo Globe-News 
reported. 

Incomplete paperwork and time 
needed to conduct criminal back- 
ground checks account for some 
delays, DPS spokeswoman Lisa 
Block said. 

DPS does not ask applicants why 
they are seeking a concealed weap- 
on permit, so the agency could not 
explain the spike in requests.

Reserve officer admits 
he passed intel illegally 
C A CAMP PENDLETON — 

A U.S. Marine Corps Re- 
serve sergeant has pleaded guilty 
to leaking secret intelligence in- 
formation to a Los Angeles County 
Sheriff’s Department detective 
for use by an anti-terrorism task 
force. 

Gunnery Sgt. Eric. L. Froboese, 
an intelligence specialist, admitted 
giving documents to Marine Col. 
Larry Richards in 2003 and 2004 
even though he knew Richards did 
not have the “need to know” clear- 
ance to get them. In his job as a 
sheriff’s detective, Richards, alsoa 
Marine reservist, was a co-found- 
er of the Los Angeles Terrorism 
Early Warning Group. Froboese 
is a sheet-metal worker in civilian 
life. 

Froboese could face 10 years 
in prison and a dishonorable dis- 
charge. Under a plea agreement 
with military prosecutors, his 
sentencing could be delayed up to 
a year while he provides informa- 
tion against other Marines in the 
case, including Richards. 

Froboese admitted giving infor- 
mation to Richards while stationed 
at Camp Pendleton, and in Kuwait 
and Iraq. 

The case began when officials 
investigated Maziarz for allegedly 
bringing home “souvenir” weap- 
ons from Iraq. 


Convicted analyst gets 
sentence reduction 
V ALEXANDRIA — A 
judge has dramatically 
reduced the sentence for a former 
Pentagon analyst who pleaded 
guilty to leaking classified infor- 
mation to an Israeli diplomat and 
two pro-Israel lobbyists. 
Lawrence A. Franklin of Ke- 
arneysville, W.Va., had been sen- 
tenced back in 2006 to more than 
12 years in prison.

billion of debt. 

Mark Shapiro, the New York- 
based company’s chief executive 
officer, said the move won’t affect 
the operation of its 20 theme parks 
in the U.S., Mexico and Canada. 

Six Flags says it actually had a 
great year in 2008. It saw 25 mil- 
lion visitors and posted record rev- 
enues. But executives are trying to 
lighten a $2.4 billion debt load that 
they say is unsustainable. 

Six Flags shares have traded 
below $1 since September. 

Sydne Purvis, communications 
manager at the San Antonio park, 
said the bankruptcy filing was 
having no impact. 

She said regular bookings were 
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continuing, anew showjust opened 
at the park and a new children’s 
area recently was added.

HAVRE DE GRACE, Md. — Watching the ease 
with which Anna Nordqvist won the LPGA Cham- 
pionship, it seems likely the 22-year-old rookie from 
Sweden won’t have too long a wait before cashing 
another first-place check. 

Unflappable demeanor? Check. Consistent irons? 
Oh, yes. Steady putter? Absolutely. 

Playing in only her fifth professional tournament, 
the steely nerved Swede shot a 4-under 68 Sunday to 
win by four strokes over Lindsey Wright. 

Nordavist finished at 15-under 273 in the tourna- 
ment’s final stand at Bulle Rock Golf Course. After 
letting a five-shot lead dwindle to one, Nordqvist 
sank a 12-foot birdie putt on No. 14 and essentially 
clinched her first career victory with a 35-foot putt 
for birdie on No. 15. 

Wright, who shot a 70, kept waiting for Nor- 
dqvist to panic in her first major tournament as a 
professional. 

It never happened. 

“It was amazing. Under that amount of pressure, 
not being in that position before and in a major and 
being a rookie? You can’t get any better than that,” 
Wright said. “She really didn’t falter today. She 
didn’t show any nerves at all.” 

Throughout the week, Nordqvist appeared more 
nervous in the interview room than on the course. 
So after her advantage fell to a stroke, her mindset 
never changed. 

“T just kept being patient. I think that’s really what 
paid off at the end,” she said. 

Nordqvist completed the final four holes of the 
suspended third round in the morning, then teed 
off as part of the final twosome shortly after 2:30 
p.m. She took a two-shot lead into the fourth round, 
quickly increased the margin and held on to earn 
the $300,000 top prize.

coming down the stretch,” Wright said. “I thought 
she was really holding it together, and I thought, 
she’s not giving this championship away. I have to 
go for it.” 

Wright gave it her best shot, but it wasn’t enough. 
Nordqvist was just too good. 

“She’s a phenomenal player,” Wright said. 

Nordqvist said this week she patterned her game 
after Swedish great Annika Sorenstam. Now, like So- 
renstam, Nordavist’s first victory on the LPGA Tour 
is in a major tournament. Sorenstam broke into the 
win column in 1995 at the U.S. Women’s Open. 

Nordqvist celebrated her birthday Wednesday, 
shot a 66 on Thursday, took the lead in the sec- 
ond round Friday and held on to it throughout the 
weekend. 

“Obviously, it’s a great feeling. It’s been an incred- 
ible week,” Nordqvist said. “I had so much fun.” 

Her best previous finish this year was a tie for 
17th in the Corona Championship. 

Jiyai Shin (68) took third at 10 under; Kyeong Bae 
(68) was 9 under; and Angela Stanford (69), Nicole 
Castrale (69) and Kristy McPherson (70) tied at 8 
under.

MEMPHIS, Tenn. — As a 
Southern boy, Brian Gay knew 
exactly what winning at Hilton 
Head in April meant: A trip to the 
2010 Masters. 

Having to win the final PGA 
Tour event before the U.S. Open 
to earn a trip to Bethpage Black? 
It’s just not something he really 
thought about until clinching that 
berth with a wire-to-wire victory 
at the St. Jude Classic on Sunday. 

“T played well and won, I knew 
I would go,” Gay said. 

So the man who had originally 
planned for a week off is chang- 
ing his itinerary — and quickly. 

“Right now I don’t know if we’re 
going home first or what we’re 
going to do, whether we spend 
tomorrow traveling, going home 
and repacking,” Gay said. “Get to 
work on Tuesday I guess.” 

Gay heads to New York with his 
third PGA title, having won twice 
in his last five events. He has a hot 
putter, needing only 100 putts and 
scoring in the 60s all four rounds 
with 66s in each of the final three. 
He beat David Toms and Bryce 
Molder by five strokes, removing 
all suspense with three of his six 
birdies on the first six holes. 

“It was a pretty good golf tour- 
nament except for one guy steal- 
ing the show,” said Toms, the 
tournament winner in 2003 and 
2004. 

Gay had an 18-under 262 total 
and the third-largest margin of 
victory in the event’s 52-year his- 
tory. Toms finished with a 65, and 
Molder had a 70. John Senden 
(64), Paul Goydos (68) and Rob- 
ert Allenby (69) tied for fourth at 
12 under. 

“T didn’t even get close to catch-

“The greens are perfect,” Gay 
said.

Very true and grew 
up on it. I always enjoy putting on 
Bermuda.” 

Gay played it safe with six 
straight pars on the back nine be- 
fore his final birdie to earn a trip 
to a major where Gay proposed to 
his wife. That was in 1996 at Oak- 
land Hills in Gay’s only tour event 
at a time when he was working 
his way up the tours. 

“That was fun,” Gay recalled. 

But Gay, a two-time All-Ameri- 
can at Florida, missed the cut the 
last time the Open visited Beth- 
page. He’s never been as long off 
the tee as his competitors, and he 
finished last here in driving dis- 
tance — averaging 265.8 off the 
tee. 

“Straight will be good. Drive 
it straight. I think it’ll be OK, but 
it’s pretty long,” Gay said.

Martin literally coasts to win in Michigan 


Fumes enough 
alter leaders ran 
dry on final laps

BROOKLYN, Mich. — Mark Martin was 
just trying to finish. He ended up in Vic- 
tory Lane. 

With the laps winding down in Sunday’s 
NASCAR Sprint Cup race at Michigan In- 
ternational Speedway, Martin and most of 
the other drivers in the LifeLock 400 were 
simply hoping to conserve enough gas to 
get to the end of the 200-lap event. 

“T always, always come up short in those 
gas things,” Martin said. “I’m probably 
about two and 25 in these things.” 

Make that 3 for 25 now. 

It wasn’t an easy day for the 50-year-old 
driver. 

Martin has run well this season but had 
plenty of bad luck. It looked like more of the 
same Sunday when the battery in his No. 5 
Hendrick Motorsports Chevrolet began to 
fail before the halfway mark. 

Martin turned off everything in the car 
that he could, nursing it as best he could. 
Then he realized the race was going to be a 
fuel-economy run. 

He saved just enough gas to hang on for 
his third victory of the season and the 38th 
of his Cup career. 

He said crew chief Alan Gustafson told 
him he could race hard for about 10 laps 
after the last pit stop, but Martin said he 
began to conserve fuel after two or three. 

“Tt was important we finish this race,” 
Martin said. “If we were in the top five in 
points, we’d have run out today because I’d 
have gone for it. 

“The battery had been going dead since 
lap 75 and I turned off all the fans and 
stuff,” he added. “I turned (the engine)

off after we crossed the finish line and 
coasted all the way around. Then I tried to 
start it up to drive it to Victory Lane and it 
wouldn’t even turn over. It ran exactly as 
far as it was going to run.” 

Jimmie Johnson dominated most of the 
race and took the lead from Greg Biffle six 
laps from the end as Martin watched the 
duel from third place. 

The three-time reigning Cup champion 
ran out of gas two laps from the finish, giv- 
ing the lead to Biffle. But Biffle also ran out 
of gas as the final trip around the 2-mile 
oval began, clearing the way for Martin to 
drive to the front. 

His car also was left with an empty tank 
on the last lap, but Martin was able to coast 
to the finish almost 3 seconds ahead of run-

ner-up Jeff Gordon. 

“My car was good, but I couldn’t run 
their pace and save gas,” Martin said. 
“When Jimmie ran out, I said, ‘Heck, we’re 
this close. I’m going to run hard. With three 
quarters of a lap, what can happen?’”’ 

Denny Hamlin finished third, followed 
by Carl Edwards, Biffle, Juan Pablo Mon- 
toya and series points leader Tony Stewart. 
Last year’s winner, Dale Earnhardt Jr., 
finished 14th. 

Brian Vickers started from the pole, but 
Kyle Busch passed him at the start and led 
the first eight laps with Johnson moving 
into second. 

Johnson swept past to take the lead on 
the ninth lap and looked unbeatable, lead- 
ing 141 of the next 142 laps. He was never 
challenged, building big leads after each 
caution flag bunched up the field. 

But Biffle and Hamlin both came out 
ahead of Johnson when the leaders pitted 
under caution on lap 154. 

At that point, all the leaders were being 
told to conserve fuel. 

Johnson got past Hamlin to take the run- 
ner-up spot on lap 179, trailing Biffle by 1.7 
seconds. He steadily ate into that lead and 
finally was right behind the leader on lap 
193. 


The two were briefly side-by-side — 
using more gas — on lap 194 and Johnson 
managed to get past the next time around. 
Biffle immediately sped up and tried to 
repass Johnson — again causing both to 
use more gas — with Johnson remaining 
ahead. 

“The 48 came up there and ran like we 
weren't on a fuel-economy run,” Biffle 
said. “I messed with him a little bit. ... Un- 
fortunately, he came up there and we cat- 
and-moused and used up too much gas.” 

Johnson, who led 145 laps, managed to 
get his car to the finish but wound up 22nd, 
the last car on the lead lap. 

Martin drove only partial schedules 
the past few seasons. He joined Rick Hen- 
drick’s elite team this year for the full sea- 
son and is making the most of it. The latest 
victory for the four-time series runner-up 
moved him from 13th — outside the 12- 
man field for the Chase — to eighth with 11 
races remaining until the Chase begins. 

Gordon, a teammate of Martin, Johnson 
and Earnhardt, went to Victory Lane to 
congratulate Martin. 

“I said, ‘Old man, you snookered us 
again.’ ... He’s like a 21-year-old with a lot 
of experience under his belt, and that’s 
tough to beat.” 


Bid cities, sports make their first pitch for 2016 Olympics

LAUSANNE, Switzerland — 
The four candidates for the 2016 
Olympics — and the seven sports 
trying to be included in those 
Games — face a crucial week in 
the final stages of their global 
campaigns. 

Less than four months before 
the host city vote, Chicago, Ma- 
drid, Rio de Janeiro and Tokyo 
get a chance to put their case 
straight to the members of the In- 
ternational Olympic Committee. 

Wednesday’s presentations and 
Thursday’s informal individual 
meetings with members marks 
the first time the IOC has ar- 
ranged such a forum for bid cit- 
ies. It’s essentially a trial run for 
the final presentations Oct. 2, the 
day of the vote in Copenhagen. 

In a sign of the importance 
of this week’s gathering, IOC 
president Jacques Rogge said at 
least 94 of 107 members will be 
attending. 

“For the members, it’s the oppor- 


tunity to get a presentation without 
the frills,’ Rogge said in an inter- 
view with The Associated Press. 
“There will be no heads of states, 
no flashy videos, no presentation 
of fancy athletes. We can enter into 
more detailed questions.” 

IOC delegates have been barred 
from visiting candidate cities 
since the Salt Lake City scandal, 
so this week’s program was ar- 
ranged to give the bid teams di- 
rect contact with the members. 
The sessions set the stage for the 
final months of what shapes up as 
a tight race. 

“T think it’s going to be a very 
close call, a little bit like Singa- 
pore,” Rogge said, referring to 
the 2005 vote in which London 
edged Paris in the final round. 

But first up on Monday was the 
seven sports federations com- 
peting for two spots on the 2016 
program. 

Golf, rugby sevens, softball, 
baseball, squash, roller sports 
and karate were to make 45- 
minute presentations to the IOC 
executive board, followed by a 


question-and-answer session. 

The 15-member board will 
meet in Berlin on Aug. 13-14 to 
choose two sports to submit for 
ratification by the full member- 
ship in Copenhagen. 

Baseball and softball are seek- 
ing a return to the Olympics 
after being voted off the program 
for the 2012 London Games in 
2005. The five others failed to get 
enough votes in 2005 for Olympic 
inclusion. 

The IOC program commis- 
sion has been evaluating the 
seven sports, attending their 
major events and assessing their 
strengths and weaknesses. 

Golf and rugby sevens have re- 
ceived the highest reviews from 
the panel, a senior Olympic of- 
ficial with direct knowledge of 
the findings told the AP. The of- 
ficial, who spoke on condition of 
anonymity because the report 
has not been completed or made 
public, said roller sports figured 
higher than baseball and softball. 

Still, the decision in August 
will be up to the executive board, 


making Monday’s presentations 
crucial. 

“It’s a very open race,” Rogge 
said. “There are supporters of all 
seven sports both inside and out- 
side the EB (executive board). I 
can say any of the seven would be 
good in the Olympic program.” 

He said the IOC is looking be- 
yond the individual merits of each 
sport. 

“We are looking for an added 
value — wide appeal, especially 
for young people, universality, 
whether infrastructure is costly 
or not,” Rogge said. “And, first 
and foremost, there must be a 
big fight against doping. This is a 
very important aspect. 

“We also are looking to see if 
the sport or two sports fit well 
into the puzzle of the Olympic 
program. Do they bring some- 
thing extra to the cohesion of the 
Olympic program?” 

For the 2016 bid cities, they’ll 
have 45 minutes to make their 
case, followed by 45 minutes for 
questions and answers. The fol- 
lowing day, the members can 


visit the bid teams in their hotel 
suites. 

“Tt’s the first time they will be 
really focused on the race,” Chi- 
cago bid leader Pat Ryan told the 
AP. “It will be a chance to get a 
much more informed voter.” 

Rogge said it will be important 
for all cities to offer financial as- 
surances and guarantees during 
a time of global recession. That 
could be especially key for Chica- 
go, which like all U.S. bids, does 
not rely on federal government 
funding. 

“We’ll address that very direct- 
ly,’ Ryan said. “We’re proud of 
what we’ve got. We will show the 
financial strength of the bid and 
the marketplace.” 

Chicago also plans to remind 
the IOC that the bid is firmly 
backed by President Barack 
Obama, who has recorded video 
messages of support in the past 
and could go to Copenhagen in 
October for the vote. 

“We'll certainly be in a posi- 
tion to demonstrate his support,” 
Ryan said.

No-hitter? Yawn 


Lee ambivalent after taking no-hit bid into eighth; 
What excited him was shutting out the Cardinals

CLEVELAND — Cliff Lee 
didn’t get too wound up while he 
was working on his no-hitter. So 
there was no reason to get upset 
when he lost it. 

“Whatever, man,’ Lee _ said. 
“They didn’t score any runs, 
that’s the ultimate goal.” 

Lee shook off Yadier Molina’s 
double that led off the eighth in- 
ning, finishing a three-hit shutout 
to lead the Cleveland Indians to a 
3-0 win over the St. Louis Cardi- 
nals on Sunday. 

“TI knew I had a no-hitter, but I 
wasn’t real excited or anything,” 
Lee said. “I didn’t want to get 
caught up in it.” 

Lee (4-6) didn’t blame Shin- 
Soo Choo for failing to catch the 
first hit — an opposite field drive 
off the wall a few feet behind the 
right fielder. 

“TI was hoping he would get it,” 
Lee said. “It was nice to get that 
close to a no-hitter. Maybe I’1l get 
another chance down the road. 

“Right then, though, I had to 
focus. I give up another hit and 
all of a sudden the tying run is at 
the plate.” 

Choo said he was playing shal- 
low because Molina had a couple 
hits in front of outfielders earlier 
in the three-game series. 

“Maybe I was too shallow,” 
Choo said. “But with Lee having 
a no-hitter, I didn’t want one to 
fall in.” 

Choo appeared to pull up at the

last instant, but Indians manager 
Eric Wedge said he didn’t think 
the ball could be caught.

Lee allowed only two first-in- 
ning walks until Molina’s double 
broke a string of 20 in a row sent 
down by the reigning AL Cy 
Young Award winner. 

Mark DeRosa hit a two-run 
homer in the first inning and 
Kelly Shoppach a solo shot in the 





fifth off Chris Carpenter (4-1), the 
2005 NL Cy Young winner. 

Lee improved to 12-2 in inter- 
league games — the best winning 
percentage of any pitcher with 
at least 12 decisions. Cleveland 
is 15-5 overall in Lee’s starts 
against the NL. 

After walking Brendan Ryan 
to open the game and issuing a 
one-out walk to Albert Pujols, the 
left-hander settled into a groove. 
He got out of that jam by getting 
Ryan Ludwick on a fly ball to the 
warning track in right and retir- 
ing Nick Stavinoha on a grounder 
to third. 

“T thought Ludwick’s ball was 
gone,” Lee said. “If so, we’re play- 
ing catch-up right away. 

“T could have given up maybe 
eight or nine hits, but a lot of balls 
were right at fielders and they 
made good plays.” 

After making 21 pitches in the 
first, Lee threw only 50 pitches — 
41 for strikes — until the eighth. 

“Tt felt like every pitch he threw 
was a strike,” said Molina. 

Ryan singled to open the ninth 
and took second on a two-out sin- 
gle to left by Ludwick. Lee then 
got Stavinoha to fly out to right. 
He struck out six in his third ca- 
reer shutout, which took 1 hour, 
58 minutes. 

“When a guy is up there doing 
what he’s doing, you know you’re 
part of a special game,” Carpen- 
ter said. “Unfortunately, it was 
on the wrong side. He worked us 
over pretty well tonight.”

Even tornadoes can't prevent Rockies’ 11th straight win

DENVER — Nothing can slow 
the streaking Colorado Rockies 
— not even tornadoes. 

Garrett Atkins and Todd Hel- 
ton had three hits each and the 
Colorado Rockies beat the Seattle 
Mariners 7-1 on Sunday, match- 
ing the franchise record with 
their 11th straight victory. 

Colorado’s starters have won 
10 times during the streak. Jason 
Hammel said he felt strong, but 
a 55-minute rain delay in the top 
of the sixth, which also included 
a tornado warning for the Den- 
ver area, kept him from pitching 
deeper into the game. 

“T saw at least seven for sure,” 
Hammel said. “I’ve never had to 
deal with tornadoes. I’ve never 
found the other team being Moth- 
er Nature.” 

Brad Hawpe doubled twice and 
Clint Barmes had two hits for 
Colorado, which has swept three 
straight series and is 13-4 under 
interim manager Jim Tracy. 

“Every day we walk out on the 
field we expect to win,” Helton 
said. “In the big leagues you’re 
facing good teams and some- 
times it doesn’t happen and that’s 


why you don’t get too down when 
things go bad because you can al- 
ways turn them around.” 

The Rockies won 11 straight 
from Sept. 16-27, 2007, when they 
surged to the NL wild card. They 
won 14 of their last 15 that sea- 
son, including a one-game playoff 
against San Diego. 

Colorado then won seven 
straight playoff games, sweeping 
Philadelphia in the NL Divisional 
playoff and Arizona in the NLCS 
before being swept by Boston in 
the World Series. 

On Sunday, they finished off a 
sweep of a team that was play- 
ing well. The Mariners had won 
four straight series and nine of 13 
games entering the series. 

“We came in here on a roll,” 
first baseman Russell Branyan 
said. “They got the best of us.” 

The Rockies tied the Red Sox 
for the longest winning streak in 
the majors this year. The Red Sox 
won 11 in a row from April 15-27. 

The streak began after losing 
three in a row at Houston. Colo- 
rado salvaged the final game of 
that series, then swept four games 
in St. Louis and three more in 
Milwaukee. 


“We played great baseball in 
the first two games in St. Louis, 
and you could see an easiness 
to the group by game three in 
St. Louis,” Tracy said. “Then 
when we got to Milwaukee I saw 
belief.” 

Hammel (4-3) gave up one run 
on five hits in 51/3 innings. He 
struck out six with no walks to 
earn his fourth straight victory. 

Seattle starter Jason Vargas (2- 
2) gave up seven runs and 12 hits, 
walked two and struck out four in 
47/3 innings. 

“T thought I had things going 
when I struck out the side in the 
third,” Vargas said. “I just got off 
track in the fifth and they really 
opened up the game.” 

Ahead 2-1 after four, the Rock- 
ies blew it open in the fifth. Hel- 
ton and Atkins started the inning 
with singles and Hawpe doubled 
to left to drive in Helton. One out 
later, Troy Tulowitzki was inten- 
tionally walked and Chris Ian- 
netta drove a double to the wall in 
left-center to clear the bases. 

After Hammel grounded out, 
rookie Dexter Fowler doubled 
home Iannetta to make it 7-1. 

The Mariners took a 1-0 lead 


on Jose Lopez’s sacrifice fly in 
the first inning. Tulowitzki tied it 
with a sacrifice fly in the second, 
and the Rockies took a 2-1 lead in 
the third when Helton singled to 
drive in Barmes. 

Dodgers 6, Rangers 3: Chad 
Billingsley retired 16 of 17 batters 
after an early error put the visit- 
ing Dodgers behind, and Casey 
Blake drove in four runs. After 
shortstop Rafael Furcal botched 
an inning-ending double play with 
a bad throw that allowed two runs 
to score in the first, Billingsley (9- 
3) set down everybody but former 
Dodgers bust Andruw Jones until 
Nelson Cruz had a leadoff single 
in the seventh. 

Blake had a sacrifice fly in the 
first and a three-run homer in the 
third off rookie left-hander Derek 
Holland (1-4). 

Angels 6, Padres O: Juan Ri- 
vera homered twice and Jered 
Weaver pitched his first career 
shutout as the host Angels com- 
pleted a three-game sweep. 

Weaver (7-2) struck out five 
while only giving up five hits. He 
won his fourth straight with the 
third complete game. 

Rivera homered off Padres’ 


starter Chris Young (4-6) in the 
third and added a solo shot in the 
fifth off reliever Edwin Moreno. 

Giants 7, Athletics 1: Nate 
Schierholtz hit an _ inside-the- 
park three-run homer and Matt 
Cain pitched a four-hitter for 
his seventh straight victory as 
the Giants swept Oakland. Pablo 
Sandoval added a two-run homer 
and Andres Torres matched his 
career high with three hits as the 
Giants won for the ninth time in 
12 games.

NEW YORK — The weapons 
possession case against former 
New York Giants player Plaxico 
Burress has been adjourned until 
September, and his attorney said 
he didn’t see any reason the wide 
receiver couldn’t play this fall. 

Burress made a brief appear- 
ance in court Monday, accom- 
panied by his wife and attorney 
Benjamin Brafman. Judge Feli- 
cia Mennin adjourned the case 
until Sept. 23. 

Burress shot himself in the 
thigh Nov. 29 in a Manhattan 
nightclub. He was charged with 
criminal possession of a weapon 
and faces up to 3!/2 years in pris- 
on. Burress has pleaded not guilty 
and is free on $100,000 bail. 

Burress caught the game-win- 
ning touchdown for the Giants in 
the 2008 Super Bowl. He is a free 
agent after the team released him 
April 3. 

Outside court Monday, Braf- 
man said several teams were 
trying to sign his client, and 
“physically he’s in the best shape 
of his life. He’s ready to play.” 

But he also said he didn’t 
think the case would be resolved 
through a plea agreement, that 
prosecutors would take it to a 
grand jury, and that Burress 
would plead not guilty if the case 
went to trial. 

“There is not a victim in this 
case except Plaxico Burress,” he 
said. 

While Burress is free to sign 
with any team, the unresolved 
legal matter could make teams re- 
luctant to add the talented player. 
In addition, even if he ultimately 
does not serve any time in jail on 
the weapons charge — most first- 
time offenders in similar cases in 
New York City do not — he could 
face disciplinary action by NFL 
commissioner Roger Goodell 
under the league’s personal con- 
duct policy. 

Burress has 505 career recep- 
tions for 7,845 yards and 55 touch- 
downs in nine seasons with the 
Giants and Pittsburgh Steelers.

FIFA ponders ending Olympic 
age limits, barring Cup players 


BLOEMFONTEIN, South Af- 
rica — The soccer world govern- 
ing body is considering abolishing 
age limits for the Olympics and 
barring all players with World 
Cup experience. 

With the International Olympic 
Committee unhappy abouta FIFA 
proposal to change its age limit to 
admit only under-21 men’s teams, 
FIFA president Sepp Blatter said 
Monday that it could revert to the 
format employed for the 1984 and 
88 Olympics. 

Blatter said he and FIFA vice 
president Issa Hayatou, also an 
IOC member, will be part of a task 
force that will discuss the plan. 

Blatter had initially suggested 


reducing the present under-23 
limit, but IOC president Jacques 
Rogge said that would affect the 
quality of the Olympic competi- 
tion and raised the prospect of 
cutting the tournament size. 

The 1984 and ’88 Olympic for- 
mat barred athletes who played in 
the World Cup, although Asia and 
Africa were allowed to opt out. 


Crosby: Didn’t stiff Wings 

PITTSBURGH — Sidney Cros- 
by isn’t apologizing for uninten- 
tionally failing to shake hands 
with some Detroit players after 
Game 7 of the Stanley Cup finals, 
saying he didn’t realize the Red 
Wings were leaving the ice before 
he joined the handshake line. 

During a chaotic postgame 
scene on the crowded Joe Louis 
Arena ice following Pittsburgh’s 
2-1 victory on Friday, Crosby was 
ushered to several live TV inter- 
views by NHL personnel, hugged 
some teammates and was handed 
the Stanley Cup by commissioner 
Gary Bettman. 

Crosby was celebrating when 
Red Wings captain Nicklas Lid- 
strom, alternate captain Kris 
Draper and some other key Red 
Wings players went to their 
dressing room. Crosby estimates 
he shook hands with about half 
the team, including goalie Chris 
Osgood and coach Mike Babcock, 
who congratulated him on his 
leadership ability. 

That wasn’t enough to satisfy 
Draper, who told The Associated 
Press: “Nick was waiting and 
waiting, and Crosby didn’t come 
over to shake his hand. That’s ri- 
diculous, especially as their cap- 
tain, and make sure you write 
that I said that!” 

Crosby said any suggestion he 
would intentionally avoid shaking 
hands was nonsensical. “It’s the 
easiest thing in the world to shake 
hands after you win.” 


Katayama out of U.S. Open 


FARMINGDALE, N.Y. — Shin- 
go Katayama of Japan withdrew 
from the U.S. Open because of an 
injury to his upper back. 

Katayama is No. 39 in the world 
ranking, and finished fourth in 
the Masters in April, two shots 
out of a playoff. He was the fourth 
player to withdraw from the 
Open, which starts Thursday at 
Bethpage Black. 

He was replaced in the field by 
David Erdy, 19, an amateur from 
Indiana who was the first alter- 
nate from sectional qualifying in 
Dayton, Ohio. 


Mayweather injury delays fight

weather Jr.’s comeback was post- 
poned because the boxer suffered 
a rib injury while training. 

Golden Boy Promotions said 
on Sunday that Mayweather’s 
July 18 fight against Juan Man- 
uel Marquez at the MGM Grand 
would be rescheduled. 

“TI am extremely disappointed 
that this fight has to be post- 
poned,” Mayweather (39-0, 25 
KOs) said in a statement.

— Dwight 
Howard plopped down on the 
bench, pulled his jersey into his 
mouth and stared at Kobe Bry- 
ant and the rest of the Los An- 
geles Lakers celebrating on his 
homecourt. 

He couldn’t move. 

The best season in Orlando 
Magic history came to a close 
Sunday, losing 99-86 to the Lak- 
ers in Game 5 of the NBA Finals. 

As teammates filed to the locker 
room slowly, Howard didn’t budge. 
Finally, Jameer Nelson came back 
to give him some company on the 
bench, a view that had been great 
for most of this season. 

Now it’s over. 

“What I just told Jameer is look 
at it, just see how they’re celebrat- 
ing,” Howard said. “And it should 
motivate us to want to get in the 
gym, want to get better, just to see 
those guys celebrating.” 

The Lakers ran off 16 straight 
points in a dominant second 
quarter to go ahead 56-46, built 
a 16-point lead early in the third 
period and coasted to their 15th 
championship. The Magic never 
came close. 

The sound of happy Lak- 
ers fans scattered throughout 
Amway Arena kept the building 
from going silent. The smiles on 
the Magic fans were replaced 
with frowns, that hopeful feeling 
swapped for more heartache. 

Howard and Nelson watched it 
all. 

“T went over to give him a hug,” 
Nelson said. “He just wanted me 
to stay there with him. He’s tak- 
ing it hard. We all are.” 

Orlando had relied so heav- 
ily on three-pointers all season 
but couldn’t connect for most of 
Game 5. The Magic had 13 turn- 
overs and no answer for Los An- 
geles’ potent offense. 

As painful as the final game 
was for Howard and his team- 
mates, the memories of the Magic 
meltdowns in Games 2 and 4 are 
likely to sting even worse. 

Those games were there for the 
Magic to take. 

Orlando guard Courtney Lee 
missed an alley-oop attempt at 
the regulation buzzer in Game 
2, a potential winning shot. The 
Magic lost in overtime. 

But it got worse. 

Orlando was ahead 87-84 with 
11.1 seconds remaining in the 
fourth quarter of Game 4 when 
Howard missed a pair of free 
throws that could have sealed the 
game and tied the series. Instead, 
the Magic again lost in overtime. 

“Tt’s definitely bitter,” Rashard 
Lewis said. “We made it all the 
way to the finals and couldn’t seal 
the deal.” 

Orlando returned to the finals 
for only the second time in fran- 
chise history, coming back in the 
spotlight for the first time since

Shaquille O’Neal left the fran- 
chise in ruins when he bolted for 
Los Angeles after the 1996 sea- 
son. The Magic were swept 4-0 
by the Houston Rockets in the ’95 
finals. 

Howard, the defensive player 
of the year, struggled to dominate 
offensively against the Lakers the 
way he had for most of the play- 
offs. He had 11 points and 10 re- 
bounds in Game 5. 

Back in the locker room, long 
after most of the stragglers and 
teammates had cleared, he sat in 
his chair dejected. Nelson again 
came over, gave him a pat on the 
head and whispered a few words 
in his ear. 

The feeling was shared through- 
out the Magic locker room. 

“Its tough on him,’ Magic 
point guard Rafer Alston said. 
“Tt’s tough on everyone. He’s the 
franchise player, but we’re all 
hurting.” 

If there’s any consolation for 
the Magic, their All-Star core 
of Howard, Lewis and Nelson 
— whose premature comeback 
from a shoulder injury for the fi- 
nals was mostly a flop — should 
remain intact. 

But a few key pieces could bolt. 

Hedo Turkoglu has a player 
option for next season, but Or- 
lando’s 30-year-old starting for- 
ward has said he will likely opt 
out of the last year of his contract 
to become a free agent. Backup 
center Marcin Gortat will be an 
unrestricted free agent, meaning 
Orlando likely will not be able to 
afford to keep both. 

The Magic believe their future 
is bright. 

“We can take a lot out of this 
season,’ Nelson said. “This is 
only the beginning.”

He just snarled and bared his 
teeth. 

“I was just completely locked 
in,” he said. “I was grumpy for a 
while and now I’m just ecstatic, 
like a kid in a candy store.” 

O’Neal, who won three titles 
with Bryant before the pair had 
a major falling out, was glad to 
see his former teammate win 
another. 

“Congratulations kobe, u de- 
serve it,’ O’Neal said on his 
Twitter page. “You played great. 
Enjoy it my man enjoy it.” 

Bryant and Jackson, whose 
relationship strained and briefly 
snapped under the weight of suc- 
cess, are again at the top of their 
games. 

Together. 

After the game, the pair shared 
a long embrace. 

Jackson, who once called Bry- 
ant “a selfish player” now sees the 
30-year-old in a different light. 

“He’s learned how to become a 
leader in a way in which people 
want to follow him,” Jackson said. 
“That’s really important for him 
to have learned that because he 
knew that he had to give to get 
back in return, and so he’s be- 
come a giver rather than just a 
guy that’s a demanding leader. 
That’s been great for him and 
great to watch.” 

After the final horn, Bryant and 
his teammates bounced around 
the floor of Amway Arena. Mo- 
ments later, Bryant swept his 
two daughters, both wearing gold 
Lakers dresses, into his arms. 

It was just as he dreamed. 

“Tt finally felt like a big old 
monkey was off my back,” he said. 
“Tt felt so good to be able to have 
this moment. For this moment 
to be here and to reflect back on 
the season and everything that 
you’ve been through, it’s top of 
the list, man.” 

Bryant had come up short twice 
in the finals before, in 2004 with 
O’Neal against Detroit, and again 
last season against the Celtics in 
the renewal of the league’s best 
rivalry. The Lakers were beaten 


in six games, losing the finale in 
Boston by 39 points, a humiliat- 
ing beatdown that Bryant and his 
teammates had trouble shaking. 

They went to training camp 
with one goal in mind. This was 
going to be their season, and ex- 
cept for a few minor missteps, it 
was. 

In the locker room afterward, 
Bryant made sure Jackson got a 
champagne shower. 

“He took his glasses off, threw 
his head back and soaked it all in 
because this is a special time,” 
Bryant said. “For us to be the 
team that got him that historic 
10th championship is special for 
us.” 

Orlando will be haunted by mo- 
ments in a Series that swung on a 
few plays and had two overtime 
games. 

After losing Game 1 by 25 
points, the Magic had their chance 
in Game 2 but rookie Courtney 
Lee missed an alley-oop layup 
in the final second of regula- 
tion. In Game 4, Dwight Howard 
clanged two free throws with 11.1 
seconds, and the Magic allowed 
Derek Fisher to nail a game-tying 
three-pointer to force OT. 

Howard, the Magic’s super- 
hero center, was hardly a factor 
in Game 5. He scored 11 points 
and took just nine shots. Rashard 
Lewis scored 18 points, but was 
only 3-for-12 on threes for Or- 
lando, which after living on the 
three, finally died by it. 

The Magic went just 8-for-27 
from long range. 

Orlando was trying to become 
the first team to overcome a 3-1 
deficit in the finals. They had ral- 
lied to knock off Philadelphia and 
Boston, and then upset LeBron 
James and Cleveland in the con- 
ference finals. The Magic always 
felt they had a shot at history. 

Bryant, though, wouldn’t be de- 
nied his place. 

“They had an answer,” Orlando 
coach Stan Van Gundy said, “for 
everything.”

For Bryant, this was the missing piece 
from his résumé, his fourth championship 
and first without former teammate Shaquille 
O’Neal. 

“T don’t have to hear that criticism, that 
idiotic criticism, anymore,” said Bryant, who 
was selected most valuable player in the fi- 
nals. “It was annoying.” 

For Lakers coach Phil Jackson, this was 
title No. 10, moving him past Boston Celtics 
coach Red Auerbach for the most by a coach 
in league history. 

“T’ll smoke a cigar in honor of Red,” Jack- 
son said. “He was a great guy.” 

For Pau Gasol. For Derek Fisher. For 
Lamar Odom. For Trevor Ariza and for An-

drew Bynum and the rest of the Lakers, this 
was a title to savor. 

“It’s a dream come true,” Gasol said. “The 
completion of a goal.” 

Odom scored 17 points, Ariza had 15, Gasol 
14 and 15 rebounds, and Fisher, whose two big 
threes in Game 4 saved L.A., had 13 points. 

It took longer than Bryant expected, but he 
has stepped from O’Neal’s enormous shadow 
— at last. 

Bryant averaged 32.4 points, 7.4 assists, 5.6 
rebounds and more than a dozen cold-blood- 
ed glares per game. He wasn’t out to make 
friends in these finals, he was out for redemp- 
tion. Throughout the playoffs, he didn’t smile.
